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The Coming Again of $3 Pennsylvania 
Grade Oil After Forty Years of In- 
creasing Consumption. 


When on Tuesday, January 9, the quotation for 
Pennsylvania grades of crude oil passed the $3.09 
mark and was raised by a 10-cent increase to $3.05 
a barrel, a dream of the present-day producer was 
realized. Of the old-time oil men, the operators 
and producers who remember the stirring times of 
oil speculation in tne sixties and early seventies, 
when crude was quoted all the way from 320 a 
barrel, in 1860, down to 10 cents in the fol‘owing 
year and then gradually upward until it reache d 
$11.50 in December, 1864, few remain to comment 
on the culmination of the demand in present-day 
prices. The story of those early days before the 
Standard Oil Company put an end to speculative 
prices must be read, for few have any personal 
knowledge of it. 

With the 10-cent increase in Pennsylvania came 
an eight-cent a barrel uplift in Mercer Biack, to 
$2.43; Corning. to $2.38; Cabell, $2.35; Somersct, 
$2.18; and Ragland 3 cents to an even $1. These 
are the highest prices on record for alt these crudes 
with the exception of Pennsylvania, and one must 
go ‘back fuil forty years to obtain a higher quo- 
tation for this latter grade, 

Beginning in 1860 the price of crude (Pennsyl- 
vania) ranged from $20 a barrel in January to 
$3.50 in December. The story of the next few 
years will be found of interest in making any com- 
parisons:

The turning noint downwards in the market for 
Pennsylvania crude oil was reached on February 
7, 1877, when it dropped below $3.05—today’s quo- 
tation—and had never reached it since until last 
Tuesday, an inverval of 40 years. On that date in 
1877 the opening price for Pennsy‘vania crude oil 
was $3.13%, from which it dropped to a tow of 
$3.02% and closeé at $3.93%. The next day’s open- 
ing was the same as the closing price of the pre- 
vious day, but the low registered was the closing 
price of $2.85 a barrel. 

Bullion ang Millerstown gusher wells and the ex- 
citement at Bradford were responsible for the shift 
in the attitude of the operators, the daily average 
production had climbed from about 24,000 barrels 


rug 
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to 30,000 average for the month of February, and 
the cry of “Stop the drilling,’’ heard last year in 
the Oklahoma-Kansas division of the oil fields, was 
raised in the hope of inducing the operators to 
close down in the production. That oil history re- 
peats itself is evidenced by the fact that the wells 
were not closed down nor the production reduced, 
and the inevitable happened—the market entered 
into a decline. 

Here the parallel ceases, for, while the $3 mark 
in Pennsylvania oil was passed with a production 
of 30,000 barrels, it was repassed 40 years tater 
with a daily production of more than 800,000 bar- 
rels, with consumption outstepping production, and 
the markets both of the Unied States and abroad 
demanding still more petroleum products. 

The total production of petroleum in the United 
States in 1877, as shown by the marketed amounts, 
was 13,350,363 barrels, of which the Pennsylvania- 
New York fields produced 13,135,475 barrels. The 
marketed production in 1916 was 281,104,104 bar- 
rels, of which Pennsylvania-New York fields pro- 
duced 8,726,483 barrels or about 4,500,000 less than 
in 1877. Since 1891 the Pennsylvania-New York 
output of crude has been steadily declining, with 
natural temporary checks, from the wonderful total 
of 33,009,236 barrels recorded in 1891. According 
to the estimated production of these fields during 
the year just c'osed there will be little difference 
between the 1916 and 1915 totals. 

The change in the sources of crude petroleum 
since the Pennsylvania-New York fields were in 
their prime is a remarkable instance of the exten- 
sion of a world-wide natural industry. In 1877, for 
instance, Italy produced less than 3000 barrels; 
Canada, 312,000; Russia, 1,800,720; Galicia, 
169,792; and Japan and Formosa 9,560 barrels, 
making the total production of the world 15,753,958 
barrels or nearly the same amount as was pro- 
duced by the Louisiana field alone in 1916! 
Germany, India, the Dutch East Indies, Peru, Mexi- 
co, Argentina, Trinidad, Egypt and the other oil- 
producing countries recognized today were not 
even thought of. 

In 1877 the oil-producing regions of the United 
States were to be found in eight counties in the 
northwestern section of the Keystone State—today 
reports are made up from 19 States and territories, 
and the total production has climbed from the 
13,350,363 barrels of 1877 to the estimated tota] of 
292,300,000 for 1916. The world production of 
15,753,938 barrels in 1877 looks insignificant when 
compared with the world production of 1915, the 
latest available figures, with a total of 427,695,347 
barrels! 

The tendency of the market for crude petro- 
leum is persistently upward, and there is no reason 
to suppose that the advance already recorded will 
suffer any appreciable check in the immediate 
future. Despite the tremendous increase in world 
production, consumption has more than kept pace 
with it as new demands and new uses have been 
found for the products of petroleum. And, with 
the dwindling in the supp’y for the old-time fields, 
now valued more than ever because of their par- 
ticularly high gasoline content, indications would 
point to still further records in quotations. 

It is an amazing commentary that despite the in- 
creasing flood of petroleum and petroleum products 
poured into the marts of the world the absorption 
has not only been complete but there have arisen 
persistent demands for more and still more! 





The U. S. Pharmacopeia, Ninth Re- 
vision, as a Standard of the Gov- 
ernment, While State Courts 
Hold Otherwise. 


Through the action of the Supreme Court of the 
State of Ohio, as reported elsewhere in this issue, 
which held the 1880 edition of the U. S. Pharma- 
copoeia as a standard under the penal laws of that 
State, while the United States government provides 
a variable standard, accepting the edition of the 
Pharmacopoeia official at the time of the prosecu- 
tion of the case, an interegting situation has arisen 
with this offical standard of the government under 
the Food and Drugs Act. 

The United States Pharmacopoeial Convention 
authorized its president, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, to 
secure the passage of an act making the Nintn 
Decennial Revision of the Pharmacopoeia official! 
so that the question could not be raised by the 
courts as to jurisdiction because any of the stand- 
ards invoked under the new revision were new and 
not in existence at the time of the passage of the 
Food and Drugs Act. Dr. Wiley suggested that 
instead of turning to Congress direct he should ask 
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for the enactment of the proposed act through the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and to this end several 
members of the convention made the proper pro- 
posals through Chief Alsberg of the ‘Bureau of 
Chemistry, who promptly agreed to cooperate with 
the committee in securing the passage of this 
proposed legislation. 

Just before the opening of the present session of 
Congress, however, a reply was received from Sec- 
retary Houston to the effect that the request was 
neither necessary nor proper. This has been agreed 
to by Dr. Wiley, while Dr. J. H. Beal of the com- 
mittee takes exception to the ruling of the secre- 
tary on the ground that the question as to whether 
the eighth or the ninth revision of the Pharmaco- 
poeia is the standard has already been raised in 
the public prints and will shortly come before the 
courts. He further points out as an example of 
the legal difficulties to be encountered the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court of Ohio which held 
that the reference to the U. S. Pharmacopoeia in 
the state law could only mean the edition of the 
book in use and recognized when the statute went 
into effect. 

This, however, is directly opposed to the federal 
law under which the government prosecutions are 
conducted, which provides that the edition of the 
Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary official at 
the time of the investigation shall be the standard. 

Here will be seen at once a question of divided 
authority which in itself would seem to call for 
the proposed action on the part of the Pharma- 
copocial Convention to secure Congressional recog- 
nition of the authority of the latest edition. 

As the matter stands, however, in view of the rul- 
ing of the Secretary of Agriculture, the Convention 
will doubtless take no further action unless the 
present edition of the Pharmacopoeia, for the rea- 
sons stated, is further attacked and set aside by the 
courts, in which case they will appeal to Congress 
to authorize the use of the Ninth Decennial Revision 
as the legal standard. 





Elimination of Waste as an Economic 
Necessity and as a Potent Factor 
in World Competition. 


“We cannot compete with a nation like France or 
Germany so long as we are wasteful and they are 
thrifty,’ asserted Secretary of Commerce William 
C. Redfield in an address before the Philadelpma 
Chamber of Commerce last week, and therein lies 
a lesson in economic preparedness which 1s being 
slowly but surely brought home to the American 
manufacturer, distributor and business man, 

The matter of utilization of once waste products 
in the manufacture of petroleum products has 
made possible the continuation of reasonable prices, 
which would have been impossible had the methoas 
of the seventies been allowed to prevail—and tne 
search for closer utilization and more perfect pro- 
ductive methods is the most important problem 
in the petroleum industry today. Yet, despite the 
adoption of scientific methods in manufacture, the 
Bureau of Mines in a recent statement shows that 
an alarming percentage of crude oil is wasted today 
by burning under boilers in competition with coal 
at a time when the crude oil supply for gasoline 
production is running lower and lower, and where 
the only apparent relief is the adoption of per- 
fected “cracking processes” whereby gasoline shall 
be made from less valuable petroleum derivatives 
than the crude, or whereby the entire gasoline con- 
tent of the crude shall be utilized. 

In a recent statement covering the waste of the 
United States of its natural resources, which he 
claimed amounted to more than ten Dillion dollars 
annually, Prof. Rudolph M. Binder of New York 
University said that “while natural gas is recog- 
nized as the most perfect of all fuels, yet we waste 
every year a billion cubic feet of this source of 
heat and energy. In West Virginia natural gas is 
sold as low as 8 cents a thousand cubic feet, and 
even at this ridiculously inadequate price the waste 
gas would represent an annual loss of $80,000.” 

The wastefulness of the American dyestuffs in- 
dustry, both in time and valuable ingredients, 
has been cited by Dr. Thomas H. Norton, who, in 
advocating a Federal bureau for the classification 
and standardization of all coloring materials, says 
pertinently: 

“Instead of hundreds and thousands of 
isolated, blundering attempts to obtain the 
best dye for securing certain color results, the 
desired data could be requested by return mail 
from a national laboratory. If a dyer wishes 
to know exactly under what conditions and in 
what quantities a given dye should be em- 
ployed to produce certain tinctorial effects

upon a specific fibre with a minimum expendi- 

ture of color, the full direction could be ob- 

tained free of cost with but little loss of time.” 

In the naval stores industry there is an estimated 
waste of 15 per cent, amounting to fully $3,000,000 
annually, a waste which is in a fair way to be 
minimized through field work now being carried on 
by government agents and by scientific deductions 
in government laboratories through which waste 
may be reduced to a minimum by more careful 
distillation, and by which the quality of rosin and 
turpentine may be improved and more carefully 
standardized. In other branches of industry util- 
izing wood and wood products there is an appalling 
waste also, statistics of the Department of Agricul- 
ture showing that 65 per cent of a tree is wasted 
and that material available for producing wood 
alcohol is either burned or allowed to decay. 

In the citrus industry there is a waste of cul's 
and imperfect fruits, but through the utilization of 
the machine for extracting the citrus oil, shown in 
detail in the last issue of the Reporter, it is hoped 
that a commercially practical method of recovering 
much of this valuable material heretofore lost has 
been perfected. 

There are still other lines where increasing ef- 
fort is being made to put an end to waste of ma- 
terials vitally important to the industries. The Re- 
porter has devoted considerable space of late to 
the matter of the recovery of potash, in view of the 
continued scarcity of this a!l-important chemical 
and fertilizer material since the outbreak of thé 
European war. Experiments by industrial experts 
have now shown that from the pig iron industry 
alone, by the employment of a precipitator, an 
enormous tonnage of potash can be saved, worth 
about $80 a ton—a quantity sufficient, according to 
most recent estimates, to meet the demands of the 
country, although this yet remains to be proved in 
actual practice through the cooperation of some of 
the largest producers of pig iron and blast furnace 
operators in this country. It is interesting to note 
in this connection that the Imperial German Gov- 
erment potash mines have been a most important 
factor in the present economic status of the Cen- 
tral Powers.

It takes four pages of an offi- 
cial publication to describe the various kinds 
of bushels that exist in America. Our own 
mint buys all its supplies and common metals 
by one kind of weights, and measures its pre- 
cious metals by another, and does all its 
laboratory work ‘by a third. No sane nation 
would ever adopt the crude and clumsy system 
of weights and measures we continue to use. 
We are breaking away from it here and yet 
there are manv drawings made in inches and 
hundredths, others in feet and hundredths and 
a great many concerns doing foreign trade 
work directly to the metric system. It is 
amusing to find men in America to whom to 
say the word ‘metric system’ is to touch off a 
high explosive. They a!most cease to be gen- 
tlemen when the subject is mentioned in their 
presence. The fact, of course, is that the 
metric system adopted by 34 nations ‘is simpler, 
easier, more effective and more widely used 
than any other. It has made its way by its 
merits. 

“There is no argument for the retention of 
our present system of weights and measures 
that is not an argument against our decimal 
system of currency. No reason supports our 
decimal system of currency that does not sup- 
port a decimal system of measures. This han- 
dicap we must throw off, not necessarily at 
once, but by adopting some reasonable method 
as an evolution out of darkness toward light— 
out of foolishness toward reason.” 

And what is the panacea offered by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce? It is reasonable, sane and in 
harmony with modern methods of economic sci- 
ence: 

‘fHere are six definite things to be done: 
Stop waste, make industry the close friend and 
ally of science, educate your boys and girls for 
their work, learn costs and causes of costs, 
study and control the serious expenses involved 
in distribution and get a weights and measures 
system that is up-to-date. With these things 
done we need fear the competition of no man.” 


If the present war has enforced any lesson it has 
been that of preparedness, economic preparedness 
which does away with waste, with false motions, 
with inherited methods and with the spirit of self- 
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complacency which (believes that “God is in His 
heaven and all’s right with the world’—and par- 
ticularly this section of the world—because with- 
out initiative on the part of our industries they 
have reaped the financial benefit of world stores. 
To retain this advantage there must be determined. 
thoughtful, scientific application on the part of the 
nation and of each individual in the nation, and 
no better working thesis can be adopted than the 
words of the Secretary of Commerce above em- 
phasized. 





Opium and Derivative Quotations 
Climbing Higher with Low Supplies 
and Curtailed Consumption. 


The upward movement in the price of gum opium 
which has been practically continuous since the be- 
ginning of the European war has now reached what 
is generally admitted to be the highest price on 
record, In 47 years nothing like the present quo- 
tations have been recorded, and even since the first 
of the year an increase of $1 a pound on cases has 
been registered. There has been a sympathetic 
upward movement in the alkaloids also, 

The cause of the increase can be placed almost 
without qualification to the credit of war-time con- 
ditions and the changes in sources of supply, the 
utilization of opium of lower morphine content in 
Great Britain, and the unprecedented demand for 
the derivatives for hospital use on the Continent, 
which has more than offset any possible diminu- 
tion of demand in this country because of regula- 
tive laws and closer restrictions upon its use in the 
United States, 

The trend of the market for opium and its prin- 
cipal derivatives since the first war month can be 
seen at a glance in the accompanying tabular com- 
parison of prices:

Vacuum Oil Company Building 
Mammoth Plant Just Below 
Philadelphia, 


Philadelphia, Jan. 12, 1917. 

A mammoth oil refining plant to em- 
pioy more than men is being con- 
,Structed on a 600-acre plot fronting the 
Delaware River at Brammell’s Point, 
Gloucester county, Y. J., just below 
Philadelphia. 

The plant is being built by the Vac- 
uum Oil Company, and should be in op- 
eration by April. The property has a 
tutal frontage on the Delaware of a mile 
and a quarter. There is now being con- 
structed a concrete bulkhead 1,200 feet 
long, which will allow facilities for the 
uocking of ocean-going steamships to 
South America, Europe and other distant 
points. There will be more than three 
and a third miles of railroad trackage 
running nearly around the property, 

A pipeline has been laid under the 
river, connecting with the main trunk 
lines at Issington, Pa., so that crude oil 
can be pumped directly from the Penn- 
sylvania side. Tanks are being construct- 
ed for the storing of thousands of bar- 
rels of crude oil. Other buildings under 
coustruction are a _ boiler house and 
power plant, three stillhouses for distilla- 
tion equipment, five pump houses, a wax 
plant, tank and boiler house, machine 
shop, carpenter shop, storehouse, pat- 
ne storage building and acid recovery 
plant, 

Nine brick chimneys, two of which will 
be 210 feet high, are being built. 

Extraordinary fire prevention measures 
have been taken. In addition to large 
water lines throughout the refinery, in 
case of fire, the blaze will be automatic- 
ally smothered by a blanket of chemical 
foam. All the buildings are of reinforced 
“onerete, fireproof tilé and brick. 


Lane Will Grant No More Oil Land 


Leases in the Osage Reservation. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

Secretary Lane has decided not to grant 
any more oil or gas leases on the Osage 
Indian Reservation. This course is 
clearly indicated by the Secretary in an 
adverse report on an application for a 
gas lease by J. W. Zeverly, of the Kan- 
sas Natural Gas Company, and applies 
to all applications for oil or gas other 
than those to protect land already de- 
veloped from drainage. The language of 
the Secretary in this case follows:— 

“My conclusion is that at the present 
time it will be unwise to extend our gas 
leases or to make any new oil leases other 
than are necessary to protect land al- 
ready developed fro mdrainage.”’ 

Still more interesting is a report that 
the administration will ask Congress to 
legislate to give the government exclu- 
sive right to produce oil in the unde- 
veioped portion of the Osage Indian Res- 
ervation for the benefit of the navy on 
terms that will be deemed of as much 
advantage as would be developed under 
the leasing system that prevails. 





California Congress Delegation Pe- 
tition for Passage of Phelan 
Oil Bill. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

Senator Phelan, of California, today 
submitted to the Senate a petition in sup- 
port of the oil leasing bill signed by mem- 
bers of the California delegation in Con- 
gress, including Senator Phelan, Senator 
Works and Representatives Church, 
Kahn, Curry, Kettner, Raker, Hayes and 
Elston.

Two Naval Oil Shale Reserves Cre- 


ated Aggregating 132,000 Acres. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

In an official statement given out today 
by the Secretary of the Interior, attention 
is called to the creation of two naval oil 
shale reserves, one of 45,440 acres in West- 
ern Colorado and one of 86,584 acres in 
Northeastern Utah, as “the most im- 
portant single act during the month in 
connection with the classification of min- 
eral lands.’”’ This report continues:— 

“The lands thus set apart for the use 
of the navy contain bodies of shale 
which, when mixed and distilled in prop- 
erly constructed retorts, yield oil of good 
quality. Thus far oil has not been ex- 
tracted from shale in the United States 
in commercial quantities since the dis- 
covery of crude oil developed by wells, 
because oil can be secured in the latter 
way much more cheaply than through 
the more complex process of extracting 
it from shales. 

“But the oil shale industry has existed 
in Scotland for half a century in spite 
of the competition of the oil fields of the 
world and the time will doubtless come 
when the large oil shale deposits of West- 
ern United States will also be developed 
in a commercial way. 

“These naval oil shale reserves have 
been created to provide for the needs of 
the navy during that future time when 
the ordinary oil fields have been so re- 
duced that it becomes practicable and 
profitable to distill the more expensive 
shale oils. 

“No other important reservations were 
created during the month and no ex- 
tensive restorations were effected.

AMENDED VIRUS BILL 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE 


New Regulations to Go Into Effect 
July, 1917, According to New 
Regulations—Restrictions Apply 
to Interstate Shipment. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

On Wednesday the House of Represen- 
tatives passed H, R, 15914, authorizing the 
Secretary of Agriculture to license estab- 
lishments for and to regulate the prep- 
aration of viruses, serums, toxins and 
analogous products for use in the treat- 
ment of domestic animals. 

In section 2 the provisions making it 
unlawful to sell, etc., worthless, contami- 
mated, dangerous or harmful viruses, etc., 
for use in the treatment of domestic 
animals was stricken out. The objection 
to this amendment and the motion to 
strike out these words were made by 
Mr. Anderson, of Minesota, who said the 
wording of that part of the section was 
regardless of whether the article had 
been inspected and passed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. He thought when 
the article had been so inspected and 
passed by the department and so de- 
clared to be potent and free from con- 
tamination. 

Other amendments restricted the opera- 

tion of the act more carefully to inter- 
state shipments and requiring licenses to 
keep records of manufacture. 
_ Section 6 was stricken from the bill, as 
it related to the carriage in interstate 
commerce of these articles, which Mr. 
Mann declared were so shipped that it 
could not be known to the carrier what 
the package contained and as they were 
handled largely by druggists and the 
control of the traffic could be controlled 
without that provision. 

Another amndment requires the date of 
manufacture on containers of these ar- 
ticles and requiring the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture to affix to the containers a de- 
vice, mark, label or certificate indicating 
that the contents have been inspected 
and passed by him before they are re- 
moved from the place where prepared. 

Section 13 is amended to provide that 
no one engaged in the enforcement of 
the act shall own stock or financial inter- 
est in any establishment sought to be 
licensed and regulated by the act. 

July, 1917, instead of January, 1917, is 
fixed as the time for making effective 
these regulations. 


Good Outlook for French Olive Crop. 


Advices from Nice state that the out- 
look for next (1917) spring's olive crop in 
the Maritime Alps can be considered in 
general as good. The warm, dry summer 
of 1916 and the plentiful rains in the late 
fall were favorable to the development of 
the young fruit, and the Musca olearia 
(an insect pest that is greatly dreaded) 
has not been reported in the Nice con- 
sular district. In some parts of this ter- 
ritory black rot has appeared, but the 
extent of its devastations is not such as 
materially to influence the outlook for 
the 1917 crop. Heavy rains and storms in 
the last days of November caused a con- 
siderable fall of olives in orchards in ex- 
posed situations, but the fruit was large 
enough for pressing, though it yielded an 
inferlor quality of oil. 

Several important olive-oil exporters in 
this district state that the quality of 
next spring’s crop is expected to be good, 
and the cultivators hope that the quantity 
of the yield will also be satisfactory. Both 
quality and quantity, however, can be un- 
favorably influenced by heavy snowfalls 
during the present winter, which would 
cause the olives to fall before being fully 
developed. Oil pressed from fallen olives 
is much inferior in taste to the oil pro- 
duced from ripe fruit picked from the 
trees and the quantity of the yield is 
smaller. 


American Drugs for New Chinese 
Establishment at Canton, 


A drug and chemical shop which is to 
be opened soon in Sup Pat Po, or Hight- 
eenth street, Canton, is to be stocked 
largely with American goods. Their total 
value amounts to several thousand dol- 
lars, and they have been ordered al- 
ready from various wholesale drug estab- 
lishments in the United States. The cata- 
logues of these firms were on file in 
the Canton consulate general and were 
consulted by those who placed the orders. 


Importation Into British India of 
Preparations Containing Cocaine. 


A revised list of the products containing 
small quantities of cocaine which may be 
imported into British India without re- 
striction is published in the British 
Board of Trade Journal. In addition to 
a number of specified products, the new 
list authorizes the unrestricted entry of 
ointments rendered nauseous to the taste 
which contain derivatives of coca in ad- 
mixture with other drugs and of the fol- 
lowing products:— 

Other preparations containing cocaine or 
other derivatives of coca in admixture 
with other drugs when labeled by the 
makers as containing in the aggregate 
not more than such specified percentage 
of cocaine hydrchloride or other deriva- 
tives of coca per tablet, trochiscum, pas- 
tille, solube, sterule, enule, lamella, or 
fluid dram as will render it impossible 
for any such preparation to be taken for 
the effects of cocaine or any other de- 
rivative of coca alcohol.

COURTS AND GOVERNMENT DIFFER AS TO 
AUTHORITY OF NINTH U. S. P. REVISION 





United States in Considering Food and Drugs Act Pro- 
vided Variable Standard, Recognizing Revision Official 
at Time of Action Under It—Secretary Houston Re- 
fuses to Offer Clarifying Resolution. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

Dr, Harvey W. Wiley as president of 
the United States Pharmacopeial conven- 
tion to secure an act of Congress pro- 
viding that when the new Pharmacopeia 
went into effect September 1, 1916, it 
should take the place of the old Pharma- 
copeeia, has taken all action that in his 
judgment is necessary to comply with 
the authority given him. This action was 
taken by the convention not because the 
members felt that the law was faulty, 
but as a measure of safety so that no 
one could raise the question of jurisdic- 
tion before the courts om the ground that 
the standard established by the Pharma- 
copia was new and set up subsequent 
to the passage of the food and drugs 
act by the Congress of the United States. 

At the time of the covnention Dr. Wiley® 
suggested that instead of taking this 
action personally he should do it through 
the Secretary of Agriculture, which he 
regarded was the proper method of se- 
curing their purpose. To this end Prof. 
Joseph P. Remington, chairman of the 
Committee on Revision; Dr. J. H. Beal, 
chairman of the Board of Trustees, and 
Dr. Wiley, president of the convention, 
made an appointment and called on Dr. 
Alsberg, chief of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, to request that he lay the matter 
before the Secretary of Agriculture. Dr. 
Alsberg very promptly agreed to do this, 
and Dr, Wiley promised to furnish him 
with a form of the resolution which he 
asked to have the solicitor of the depart- 
ment put into proper legal form for the 
Secretary of Agriculture to transmit with 


his favorable recommendation to Con- 
gress, 
Passage of Clarifying Resolation 


Urged. 


After a lapse of several weeks and just 
before the opening of the present session 
of Congress, Dr. Wiley and the other 
members of this committee received a 
reply from Secretary Houston, of the 
Department of Agriculture, stating that 
in his opinion their request was neither 
necessary nor proper. The committee had 
coupled with this request a_ statement 
that the new standards should go into 
effect on January 1, 1917, or at such other 
time as the secretary might suggest. The 
reply said that it could not be deemed 
proper to suspend a law of this kind, nor 
to recommend its suspension, nor would 
it be necessary, in his opinion, to secure 
any further approval by Congress of a 
new Pharmacopeeia and that the depart- 
ment would exercise its judgment in re- 
gard to the prosecutions which should be 
brought under the new or the old dispen- 
sation. When the above facts became 
known here, the correspondent of the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter sought Dr. 
Wiley and asked his opinion of this ac- 
tion by the department, this being the 
first statement of the action that bas 
appeared in any publication. Dr. Wiley 
replied :— 

“T have no complaint to make of that 
decision. This decision is eminently 
proper as being within the scope of the 
judgment of the Department of Agricul- 
ture and therefore no further steps have 
been taken on the part of the United 
States Pharmacopeeial convention to bring 
the matter before Congress In an inde- 
pendent way. We are resting satisfied 
with the action of the department. I 
think myself probably it is a stronger 
action than to have asked Congress spe- 
cifically to legislate these new standards 
into activity.” 

Resolution Suggested by the Com- 
mittee. 


The following is the resolution referred 
to by Dr. Wiley as suggested by this 
committee:— 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Congress of the United 
States that the ninth decennial edition of the 
United States Pharmacopeia be and is hereby 
declared the official standard for drugs men- 
tioned therein for the decennial term begin- 
ning January 1, 1917; and be it further re- 
solved that any amendments or changes made 
in thea ninth decennial edition of the United 
States Pharmacopeia thereafter by the proper 
and competent authorities of the United States 
Pharmacopeial Convention be likewise de- 
clared to be standards for the drugs affected 
thereby for the same decennial period as pro- 
vided in the Food and Drugs act of June 30, 
1906. 

Secretary Houston’s Reply. 


The reply of Secretary Houston to Dr. 
Wiley’s suggestions, giving reasons why 
it was not desirable to adopt these rec- 
ommendations, is of special interest and 
is as follows:— 

The department has given consideration to 
your request on behalf of the Roard of Trus- 
tees of the United States Pharmacopeeial Con- 
vention that a public statement be issued that 
the provisions of the ninth decennial edition 
of the United States Pharmacopeeia will not 
be enforced until January 1, 1917, and also to 
your letter of October 11, 1916, to the Bureau 
of Chemistry, submitting a proposed joint reso- 
lution with the request that the department 
transmit it to Congress at the opening of the 
next session and urge that it be given prompt 
consideration. The proposed tresolution de- 
clares ‘‘that the ninth decennial edition of the 
United States Pharmacopeeia be and is hereby 
declared the official standard for drugs men- 
tioned therein for the decennial term begin- 


ning January 1, 1917,’’ and, further, that any 
changes thereafter made therein by competent 
authorities be likewise declared ‘‘to be stand- 
ards for the drugs affected thereby for the 
same decennial period, as provided in the 
Food and Drugs act of June 30, 1906.’" 

Under section 7 of the Food and Drugs act, 
in case of drugs, a drug sold under or by a 
name recognized in the Pharmacopeia is adul- 
terated if “it differs from the standard of 
strength, quality or purity, as determined by 
the test laid down in the United States Phar- 
macopmia * * * officials at the time of inves- 
tigation, unless its standard of strength, qual- 
ity or purity be plainly stated upon the bot- 
tle, box or other container,’’ 

The ninth Decennial edition states on its 
flyleaf that it is ‘‘official from September 1, 
1916." This date, it is understood, was fixed 
by the Committee on Revision of the Phar- 
macopeia. Being so fixed, the edition became 
effective on September 1, 1916, for the pur- 
poses of the Food and Drugs act. An an- 
nouncement that the ninth decennial edition 
will not be in force until January 1, 1917, 
therefore, would amount to a declaration that 
the operation of the Food and Drugs act, with 
reepect to drus recognized in the Pharma- 
copmeia wocld be suspended until that date. 
This department is plainly without authority 
to suspend the operation of the act in re- 
spect to any class of products within its pur- 
view. Consequently your request that a pub- 
lic statement be insued that the provisions of 
the ninth decennial edition will not be en- 
forced until January 1, 1917, is denied. 

The object of the proposed resolution sub- 
mitted with your letter is assumed to be to 
eliminate any hardship which might result to 
manufacturers of drugs by reason of the fact 
that the ninth decennial edition was not 
available generally for distribution prior to the 
date fixed by the committee for it to become 
effective. Congress, as you are aware, will 
not convene until the first Monday in De- 
cember, 1916. Even if it might reasonably be 
assumed that, if the resolution were presented 
on the opening day, it would receive imme- 
diate consideration, the proposed resolution 
would have the effect of postponing the opera- 
tion of the provisions of the ninth decennial 
edition merely for the short period interven- 
ing between the date of its adoption and 
January 1, 1917. It is highly improbaable, in 
the opinion’ of the department, however, that, 
if the resolution were presented at the open- 
ing day of the session, Congress would act 
on it before January 1, 1917. Action on or 
after that date, of course, would defeat the 
purposes of the resolution. 

While the department is of the opinion that 
nothing will be accomplished by presentation 
of the resolution to Congress at the opening 
day of the session, you are advised that if 
the resolution is introduced and referred to the 
department it will receive prompt and care- 
ful attention. 

It may be stated further that up to the 
present time no reports have come to the de- 
partment of the collection of samples of drugs 
which conform to the standards of the eighth, 
but do not conform to the standards of the 
ninth decennial edition. If such reports are 
received, the department, in determining what 
action shall be taken, will have regard to 
the merits of each individual case. 


Dr. Beal’s Objections, 


Dr. Beal's attitude toward the action 
by the Secretary of Agriculture is that 
the Secretary failed to grasp the signifi- 
cance of the point covered by Dr. Wiley’s 
proposed joint Yesolution. It is known 
that Dr. Beal’s view is that the question 
whether the ninth or the eighth revision 
is the standard of the food and drugs act 
is already raised in the public prints 
and will shortly be raised before the 
courts. Personally, he does not believe 
that such a body as the U. 8S. P. conven- 
tion or its committees should be_per- 
mitted to make law for the people of 
the United States. But he still thinks that 
it would be a good plan for this com- 
mittee to consult some members of Con- 
gress who have had legal training re- 
specting the wisdom of introducing this 
joint resoluticn. As bearing upon this 
subject a recent decision by the Supreme 
Court of Ohio, in the case of the State 
v. Emery, is referred to as showing the 
legal difficulty that will be encountered 
if the new Pharmacopeeia is not adopted 
as the standard. In this case the court 
said:— . 

The reference in the statute (State) to the 
United States Pharmacopeeia could be to no 
other than the edition of the book in use and 
recognized when the statute was enacted and 
went into effect, which was the edition known 
as that of 1880. It is not to be supposed that 
the Legislature intended to adopt, by ref- 
eretice, as part of the penal laws of the State, 
an edition of the book not then in existence, 
and of the contents of which the Legisla- 
ture could then have no knowledge. The 
drug with the sale of which the accused was 
charged was recognized in the edition of 1880 
by the name under which it was sold, and a 
standard of strength, quality and purity there- 
in laid down It is not claimed the drug was 
sold below that standard; and the sale could 
not be rendered unlawful because it is below 
a higher standard laid down in a subse- 
quently revised edition of the book, though 
that edition was in use at the time of the sale. 

To hold that the sale could thus be made 
unlawful, would be equivalent to holding 
that the revisers of the book could create 
and define the offense, a power which be- 
longs to the legislative body, and cannot 
be delegated. 

In regard

Seated at the table reserved for the 


eexcutives and special guests were:—Prof. 
J. P. Remington, Carleton H. Palmer, 
president; Theadore Weickler, vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. E. H. Squibb, A. Ward Brigham 
J. N. Babcock, William M. Spickman and 
Julius A. Stursberg, trustees; Dr. John 
F. Anderson, head of the research labor- 
atories in New Brunswick; Dr. Virgil 
Coblentz, head of the research laboratory 
in Brooklyn, and B. F. Hays, superin- 
tendent of the Brooklyn laboratory. 

Dr. John F. Anderson, ¢oastmaster, 
after brief preliminary remarks, intro- 
duced the first speaker of the evening, 
President Carleton H. Palmer, who in his 
welcome to all present spoke with feel- 
ing of his high regard for the organiza- 
tion and of his untiring efforts to carry 
out the policy imaugurated by the 


founders, 

“Why We Meet” was the subject of 
the address _ by Vice-President Theodore 
Weicker. He spoke of the necessity for 
co-operation and the cementing together 
of the various departments in order to 
carry out successfully the purposes of 
the organization.

I was asked to attend your annual din- 
ner, given in honor of the ladies, as I 
felt that I should speak before your club 
on matters solely within the province of 
the men. I realized, however, the awak- 
ening on the part of the women to their 
sense of duty as citizens, and come be- 
fore you tonight hoping that I may bring 


a message that will be of interest to 
everyone of you. 
Despite the fact that I am now living 





in the West, having been born of Dutch 
stock in the city of New York, I have 
a peculiar pride in coming back to my 
native heath and recalling to mind some- 
thing of the past in the history of your 
city—something of the part your city has 
taken in the development of this country. 

For a moment, I want you to picture 
the half moon with Hendrick Hudson (an 


Englishman by the way, and not a 
Dutchman, as I used to wish) at the 
helm sailing into this harbor on Sep- 


tember 3, 1609. He was sailing under the 
flag of the Dutch Republic, the rise of 
which as Motley says, ‘‘must be regard- 
ed as one of the leading events of mod- 
ern times,’’ “Without the birth of this 
great commonwealth the various histor- 
ical phenomena of the sixteenth and fol- 


lowing centuries must have either not 
existed or have presented themselves 
under essential modifications.’ ‘To all 


who speak the English language, the his- 
tory of the great agony through which 
the Republic of Holland was ushered 
into life must have peculiar interest.’ 
“It originated in the opposition of the ra- 
tional elements of human nature to 
priestly dogmatism and persecution—in 
the courageous resistance of historical 
and chartered liberty to foreign despot- 
sm.” 


Our Wonderfal Heritage. 


This historical background gives us 
reverence for those who came to our 
shores, seeking liberty of speech and 
action; gives to our imagination a set- 
ting for the picture of those early set- 
tlers battling against great odds; gives 
us reason to be thankful for our won- 
derful heritage. 

As [ look around this beautiful room, 


as I realize the growth of this wonderful 
city, it is hard to realize that Manhattan 
Island was bought from the Indians 
for $24. 

My memory goes back to 1912 when the 
New York Club so royally entertained 
the National Association and I remem- 
ber having my patriotism quickened 
when we visited the site of Faunce's 
Tavern, where on May 23, 1774, New York 
published its declaration of rights. 

Following rapidly after this, came the 
Declaration of Independence, the battles 
of the Revolution, bringing to mind the 
spirit of '76, the making of our Constitu- 
tion, as Gladstone said, ‘“‘the most won- 
derful work ever struck off at a given 
time by the brain and purpose of man.” 

Imagine the ability of those statesmen; 
the divine spark that enabled those men 
in 8% days to forge a compact—a com- 


pact which has lasted for more than a’ 


unchanged, which 
which today Is 


century substantially 
survived the Civil War, 


the supreme law of more than 100,000,000 
people. 
I am bringing you down through the 


history of this country to show you the 
responsibility of citizenship and how in 
those stirring times of our republic, there 
were men of vision, men of vigor, men 
willing to sacrifice themselves for their 
country’s honor. The immortal Wash- 
ington presided over the Constitutional 
Convention, and by the way, only fifty- 
one men took part in the debates. I can- 
not forebear to quote what Prof. Fiske 
has said in words which canot be too 
often brought before the American cit!- 
zen. « 


Washington's Solemn Words, 


“It was suggested that palliatives and 
half measure would be far more likely 
to find favor with the people than any 
thorough-going reform, when Washing- 
ton suddenly interposed with a brief but 


immortal speech, which ought to be 
blazoned in letters of gold and posted 
on the wall of every American Assem- 


bly that shall meet to nominate a candi- 
date or declare a policy or pass a law, 
so long as the weakness of human nature 
shall endure. Rising from his Presi- 
dent’s chair, his tall figure drawn up to 
its full height, he exclaimed in tones un- 
wontedly solemn with suppressed emo- 
tion:— 

“It Is too probable that no plan we 
propose will be adopted, Perhaps another 
dreadful conflict is to be sustained. 11, 
to please the people, we offer what we 
ourselves disapprove, how ¢an we after- 
wards defend our work? Let us realize a 
standard to which the wise and the hon- 
est can repair; the event is in the hand 
of God.’”’ 

I want to thank the Entertainment 
Committee for giving me the pleasure of 
reading up on my American history for 
this occasion. It was a fascinating pur- 


suit, and as I followed Robert Fulton's 
Clermont up the Hudson River in 1807, 
at five miles an hour, I contrasted the 
speed with the modern aeroplane going 
20 miles per hour Just 100 years ago 
this year work on the Erie Canal was 
started. 

Imagine the first horse street railway 


in the world being opened on Fourth ave- 
nue of this city only as long ago as 1830. 


Growth of Commerce. 


Your foreign commerce at that time 
amounted to approximately $50,000,000 in 
imports and $25,000,000 in exports. During 
the year just passed the foreign com- 
merce of this port reached the unprece- 
dented figure of $4,069,127,047. Truly you 
have grown apace. 

At this time when our association is 
interested in the question of a merchant 
marine, it is interesting to note that in 
1860, fif{y years ago, merchantmen carry- 
ing the stars and stripes and hailing 
from New York were seen in every port 
of the world. The Golden Age was brief, 
however. It was cut down in a year— 
one year of war.

lt was about this time or a little pre- 
vious, in 1852, that the first paint, ready 
for use, was made in this city by Tie- 
mann & Co. Lead, of course, had been 
corroded as far back as 1804 by Samuel 
Wetherill of Philadelphia. 

e may have doubts as to our ability 
to market our products today on account 
of high prices, but we certainly haven't 
the prejudice to overcome which is men- 
tioned by D. F. Tiemann in his notes on 
the paint industry. “So intolerant was 
the prejudice against paint as a badge of 
worldliness and vanity inthe Puritan set- 
tlemens of New England in 1630 that a 
clergyman of Charleston was actually 
brought before the council on charges of 
having certain interior finishings of his 
house painted.” 


Tribute to Older Generation. 

In passing, I should like to pay tribute 
to the older generation of New York men, 
who were well known in the trade, men 
who have written noteworthy articles on 
our industry. One was Daniel F. Tie- 
maiin and the other Mr. Wm. P. Thomp- 
son, of the National Lead Company, and 
Frederick W. Devoe. 

Lack of time will prevent my enlarging 
on events during the Civil war period, 
but as I said before I am bringing up 
before your mind the contrast between 
those days when we were struggling for 
existence, giving service to our country, 
sacrificing something for the public good. 

I was much impressed a few weeks ago 
by a speech delivered by one of your 
most prominent bankers—Mr. Frank A.- 
Vanderlip. He was speaking of the im- 
portance of the right kind of public sen- 
timent and the responsibility to the busi- 
ness man in helping to create it. He 
said, ‘‘There is need for sound public 
opinion, for sound political judgments, 
and our future for many years to come 
will be governed by the soundness of the 
public mind and governmental actions 
in the next score of months. Such influ- 
ence as any words I can utter might 
have, therefore, I wamt to direct solely 
toward awakening men to the patrioti 
need for giving the best there is in us 
to the end that the national answer 
which will be made to the many ques- 
tions the world is asking, shall be the 
right answer."’ 

On the same day Mr. Vanderlip snoke 
at a luncheon, which T had the privilege 
of attending, of another phase of our 
responsibility with which vou of New 
York, no doubt, are familiar 


Junior Preparedness. 


It impressed me so forcibly that T said 
that I would bring it to the serious at- 
tention of our various clubs. He spoke 
of the junior military camp held on 
Plum Island last Summer A junior 
Plattsburg, so-called, where boys from 
fifteen to eighteen, 1,200 in number, from 
24 States in the union, received military 
training under the guidance of experi- 
enced men. Besides being instructed in 
the rudiments of military drill and tac- 
tics. the cadets had, as far as practicable, 
drills on the great coast-defense guns. 
There were also special elective courses 
in the study of gas engines. radioteleg- 
raphy, searchlights, map making and sie- 
naling. All the work was adapted to the 
capacities of boys of the age of those 
under instruction, and the greatest nains 
were taken to make the living conditions 
sultable for them, 

The purpose of the men who planned 
and managed Camp Washington was to 
use military training as a means of teach- 
ing good citizenship and patriotism. All 
sorts of boys from all sorts of schools 
were gathered there; the aim of those in 
charge was to teach them the great 
lessons of organization, of democracy and 
of service that must form the basis of 
the life of any nation that seeks to be 
truly great. “All you fellows who think 
the country belongs to you and not you 
to the country are mistaken,’ Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood said to them: and the truth 
was brought home to them, not merely 
by the words of the speakers who ad- 
dressed them, but even more effectively 
by the steady, enthusiastic work that 
the cadets and their instructors did to- 
gether day after day. 

The response of the boys has exceeded 
expectations. They have given’ them- 
selves to their tasks with seriousness 
and zeal, and their progress in five weeks 
is declared by experts to be fully equal 
to that of the men at Plattsburg-—if it 
does not surpass it. Each boy, as he 
returns home, will spread the influence 
of the camp among his friends. Indeed, 
the experiment has proved that, among 
the methods now being considered of 
teaching our youth national solidarity 
thinking in terms of the nation rather 
than in terms of the individual—the sum- 
mer military camp has advantages that 
promise success, 

As mothers and fathers. I hope you will 
bear this “School of Patriotism” in mind 
and do your bit for your country's good

To give the ladies some idea of the 
scope of the work outlined for their men 
folks to do, [I have simply to point out 
that they have under consideration such 
subjects as Referendum No. 17, Combina- 
tion as Related to Natural Resources of 
Our Country; Referendum No. 18, A Pro- 
posal for Amendment of the Federal Con- 
stitution to Permit the President to Veto 
Separate Items or Provisions in Appro- 
priation Bills; Referendum No. 19, Pre- 
vention of Strikes and Lockouts on Rail- 
roads. To say nothing of such moment- 
ous questions as the tariff, trade accept- 
ances, exports and foreign commerce, fire 
prevention, clean-up and paint-up work, 
Suc. 

There are serious things to do, ladies 
and gentlemen. We are living in a golden 
era of prosperity. Never in the history 
of the world did any nation do a foreign 
business of $8,000,000,000, with an excess of 
$3,000,000,000 of exports. 

Our domestic business was in excess of 
$45,000,000,000—more than we can possibly 
conceive, Profits—who can say what 
they were? Verily, it is a golden era. 
Think of it, there was brought into this 
country $800,000,000 of gold. 

But let us look at the contrast! The 
belligerent nations spent uncounted mil- 
lions of men and more billions of dollars 
than our domestic and foreign commerce 
combined. An editorial writer said a few 


days ago, ‘“‘Men in public life also are 
compelled to take wider views. Never 
again can any public man ask, as was 


asked in the Senate, What have we to do 
with abroad, either in trade, banking, 
finance or world polities? The conversion 
of our country from debtor to creditor 
will influence our legislation as power- 
fully as our trade relations. Old policies 


will have to be reconsidered in the new 
aspect of affairs. All sorts and condi- 
tions of men will need to read, mark, 


learn and inwardly digest the trade sum- 
maries of the year as a point of new de- 
parture In the nation’s economic his- 
tory.”’ 

John Grier Hibben, president of Prince- 
ton University, considers us a “spirit- 
ually bankrupt nation: that we are suf- 
fering from an emasculated sentimental- 
itv; that we put peace and prosperity 
above righteous action.” 

He said a few days ago, ‘“‘The Ameri- 
can nation, I believe. is facing the most 
momentous year in its history. Not even 


the darkest days of the Revolution or 
of the Civil War were so fraught with 
danger to our Republic, as will be the 


year 1917. 

“Too many of us have on all sides com- 
forts and pleasures which make us con- 
sider ourselves alone. Too many of us 
are completelv self centered, thinking 
oniy of the things that will please and 
profit us as individuals. 

“It is Imperative that we should recog- 
nize our true relation as individuals to 
our country and the true relation also 
of our country to the world. Each indi, 
vidual should contribute his gifts and 
powers to the nation that its life may 
be tnore complete.”’ 

“We have but a brief time at best to 
play our part and do our share. But by 
what we do or by what we leave un- 
done. our country is richer or poorer; is 
impelled forward or held back; is en- 
nobled or degraded, 

“There has been too much 
country of the rights of man. The time 
has come to emphasize the common 
duties of man If we are as ready to 
recognize our evident obligations as we 
are to fight for our inalienable rights, 
we are in the way of solving many of 
the most perplexing problems both of our 
national life and of our Itnternational 
relations,

Country. 


“Our whole present idea of patriotism 
is wrong. We have come to regard our 
land as a place where certain privileges 
are assured to us by the government. We 
are too apt to love our country merely 
because of the advantages that thus ac- 
crue. My idea of patriotism is one essen- 
tially of sacrifice. We should not regard 
the flag sc much as the symbol of pro- 
tection, of the blessings that it affords us, 
as we should as the symbol of what we 
owe our country and what we are willing 
to sacrifice to its stability and well 
being, 

“Nowadays, we put too much emphasis 
on a man’s ability to make a great deal 
of money: we are too likely to set up the 


ideal of financial success as the only 
ideal,”’ 
“Tt is wise, necessary, for a man to 


work hard, to be diligent in his profes- 
sion, business or trade to look out for his 


own interests. But this isn’t the whole 
duty in life. 
“Let us stop a moment and see where 


we are tending. Our temptations are sub- 
tle. Things have come easily to Ameri- 
cans. That, perhaps, is our peril. 

“We are not in the mood, tonight at 
any rate, to fight against ease and ex- 
travagunce. But, are we to lose the fight- 
ing spirit that has made our national 
what it is today? 

“To hark back to the Revolution—to the 
days of Lincoln—to the time when men 
and women were willing to sacrifice them- 
selves for their country’s service, makes 
our hearts beat with something like pa- 
triotic fervor. 

“Let us, therefore, as a celebrated au- 
thor has said recently, ‘show by our 
deeds that we prize honor above con- 
flict, justice above gain and mercy above 
justice, and that we would gladly lay 
down vour lives rather than by living to 
ourselves in peace and prosperity prove 
false to our ideals.’ "’

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POTASH. RECOVERY TEN 
PEP, CENT. AT FURNACES 


By-Product Process Saves from 16 
to 22 Pounds of Potash to Each 
Ton of Pig Iron Produced at Blast 


Furnaces Experiments Show. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

Several chemists, specializing on par- 
ticular phases of the conservation and 
utilization of Natural resources in the 
‘government employ are to attend the 
imeeting im New York next month, Feb- 
‘ruary 19 to 22, of the American Institute 
‘of Minitg Engineers. 

Speelal interest of the government sci- 
‘entitts at the New York meeting are 
‘cenVered in the discussion of a paper on 
‘Potash as a By-Product from the Blast 
‘Furnaces,’ which has been prepared by 
R, J. Wysor, superintendent of the blast 
furnaces of the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, at South Bethlehem, Pa., after 
consultation with the government chem- 
ists particularly interested in this line of 
work. Copies of this paper are now be- 
ing studied carefully by chemists of the 
Bureau of Mines and the Bureau of Soils. 

The officials of the Bureau of Soils are 
arranging to make chemical analyses at 
all the important blast furnaces, looking 
to the possibilities of salvaging a supply 
of potash now dissipated into the air 
through the stacks, which they believe 
‘would be more than sufficient to meet all 
‘the demands for potash in this country. 
“The paper by Mr. Wysor tells what the 
‘result has been in a commercial test of 
such collection of potash as a by-product 
at one of the largest blast furnace plants 
in the country. 

Officials of the bureau are enthusiastic 
‘over a table in Mr. Wysor’s report which 


shows a balance sheet for alkalies 
‘charged, removed and lost. According 
‘to this the potash, K 2 O, charge per 


ton of pig iron produced is nearly 22% 
‘pounds. While this table goes into min- 
ute Uetail as to just where the losses, 
wasie and recovery take place, the Bu- 
reau of Soils officials roughly estimate 
‘that there are apparently 16 pounds of 
‘potash, K 2 O, recoverable per ton of pig 


iron produced, absolutely as a _  by- 
iproduct. 
The interest of the Bureau of Mines 


officials in this discussion is chiefly be- 
cause in the scheme of recovery of pot- 
ash as. wide field of usefulness as a big 
econcmic saver is opened up for the 


Cottrell electric dust precipitator, which 
is the invention of the chief chemist of 
the Bureau of Mines. This experimental 
precipitator in a commercial try-out at 
the South Bethlehem blast furnaces 
proved entirely efficient. both the gov- 
ernment officials and Mr. Wysor, the 
superintendent, assert. Regarding this 
Mr. Wrysor states in his paper ‘“prac- 
tically all the dust and fume entering 
the treater could be precipitated success- 
fully. Several samples were analyzed 
and showed a potash content of about 10 
per cent.”’ 

Mr. Wvysor advises that “for our aver- 
age practice there should be not less 
than 12 pounds of total and_ probably 
about 9 pounds of water-soluble potash, 
now lost in washers and stacks, per ton 
of pig iron produced.” 

The government chemists say that with 
the present potash-fertilizer prices as a 
basis it is easy figuring that the recovery 
as a by-product of potash that would 
have a value of approximately $80 per ton 
offers a very. attractive’ proposition 
from a commercial standpoint, besides 
being an important act in conservation 
of a valuable raw material.

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Agreement to Limit Output of Que- 
bracho Extract in Argentine. 


Manufacturers of quebracho extract in 
Buenos Aires have reached an agree- 
ment for the purpose of limiting pro- 
duction. 

La Nacion states that before the war 
quebracho extract was quoted at 80 gold 
pesos ($77.20) per metric ton. The in- 
ereased demand for tanning extract due 
to the war brought about a steady rise 
in price, until early in 1916 quebracho 
extract reached 2380 gold pesos ($221.95) 
per metric ton. The result was that ex- 
tract factories considerably increased 
their output. On the other hand, sub- 
stitutes such as oak, chestnut, etc., be- 
gan to be used in larger quantities, while 
restrictions on purchases for Scandinav- 
jan countries tended at the same time 
to limit the demand. In a compara- 
tively short time the price of quebracho 
extract dropped to 100 gold pesos ($96.50) 
per metric ton. 

The object of the agreement reached 
by Argentine and Paraguayan factories 
is the reduction of their output to meet 
the world consumption, estimated at 
130,000 tons. Extract will be delivered at 
a uniform price to one seller who will 
distribute profits pro rata among pro- 
ducers. The following concerns having 
a total output of 165,000 metric tons are 
reported to have entered the combine:— 
La Forestal, Quebrachales Fusionados, 
Chaco y Paraguay, Las Palmas, La For- 
mosa and Fontana y Cia., in Argentina, 
and Carlos Casado, Puerto Sastre, Puerto 





Sarani and Puerto Galileo, with fac- 
tories in Paraguay. Of these com- 
panies the most importamt, which is 


the Forestal, is an English concern, The 
remainder work with Argentine capital. 
The capital invested in the quebracho 
industry in Argentina alone is _ esti- 
mated at 100,000,000 paper pesos ($42,- 
460,000). Exports of quebracho' ex- 
tract from Argentina rose from _ 80,153 
metric tons in 1914 to 100,213 toms in 1915, 
and will probably show a further in- 
crease during the present calendar year. 

Following the agreement reached 
among producers the price of quebracho 
extract rose to 150 gold pesos ($144.75) 
per ton. Argentine consumers of ex- 
tract will be given reduced rates. 
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DRILLING FOR POTASH 
IN THE RED BEDS 


The United States Geological Survey is 
continuing the exploration for potash by 
drilling in Northwestern Texas in the 
saline deposits of the “red beds’ forma- 
tions. ‘This project has been under con- 
sideration from the beginning of the pot- 
ash investigations, and data bearing on 
the distribution and character of the “red 
heds’* salines have been gradually accu- 
mulated. On the suspension of the Sur- 
vey’s drilling operations in the Nevada 
desert basins in the fall of 1915 the equip- 
ment was at once moved to Texas and a 
start made on the boring there. 

The site of this boring is in Potter 
county at Cliffside, a mimor station on 
the Fort Worth and Denver City Rail- 
road, six miles northwest of Amarillo. 
The equipment was delivered in Novem- 
ber and drilling commenced December 
16, 1915. This work was carried on con- 
tinuously until February 29, 1916, when, 
owing to the practical exhaustion of the 
drilling fund, it had to be stopped. The 
well was then 363 feet deep. The upper 
part was cased with 168 feet of 10-inch 
pipe, and the lower part was a 6-inch 
hole without casing. 

In July, 1916, the new appropriation for 
Geological Survey work made funds avail- 
able to carry on the drilling, and steps 
were at once taken to resume, At this 
time, however, steel and machinery 
plants were overloaded with orders, and 
delay in the delivery of mecessary equip- 
ment prevented starting the work until 
November. Since November 7 the work 
has gone on continuously. Most of the 
time has been consumed in redrilling the 
hole where it had caved below the casing 
formerly set, and in underreaming and 
setting a new string of 8-inch casing to 
the original depth of the hole, 363 feet. 
On January 1, 1917, drilling in new ground 
had reached a depth of 386 feet. 

Extensive salt beds underlie large areas 
in Northwestern Texas and adjacent

parts of Oklahoma, Kansas and New 
Mexico. Salt in thick beds is included 
in the sedimentary section of clay, shale, 
gypsum and limestone or dolomite, in a 
series which resembles in many ways the 
series that includes the German deposits 
of potash salts. The ’’red beds’’ in which 
the salt and gypsum occur in Texas are 
thought to represent a period of aridity 
and long exposure of this part of the 
earth’s surface to weathering and. rock 
decay, which accompanied the drying up 
of continentally inclosed basins of saline 
waters. It is certain that such conditions 
might have resulted in the formation of 
deposits of potash salts here, as well 
as in the Permian area of Northern Ger- 
many. If potash is present in Texas the 
chances are great that it would have 
been overlooked by drillers, as the ordi- 
nary potash salts have no readily dis- 
tinguishing characteristic and would be 
classed by most drillers as salt and alkali 
or brine. A few very small specks con- 
taining potash salts have been found in 
samples from some of the Texas drill- 
ings, but these are to be considered a 
suggestion of possibilities only, for they 
indicate nothing as to quantity or even 
as to the existence of a significant de- 
posit. 

The main point to be emphasized is that 
all drilling where salt beds or salt brines 
are being encountered should be watched 
and the salts or brines tested for potash. 
This applies not only to Texas or Okla- 
homa, but to borings everywhere else. 
Potash deposits have been discovered in 
the Permian in Central Germany, in the 
Oligocene (Tertiary) in Alsace, the lower 
Miocene (Tertiary) in Galicia, and in the 
supposed Eocene cr Oligocene (Tertiary) 


in Northeastern Spain, always in con- 
junction with deposits of common salt, 


dolomite and gypsum and it would be 
strange if occurrences of this sort were 
confined entirely to the salt deposits of 
Europe. 


CO-OPERATION IN CHEMICAL PRODUCTION 
URGED UPON CHEMISTS OF THIS COUNTRY 


Dr. H. E. Howe before the Rochester 
section of the American Chemical Society 
recently discussed the introduction of 
new industrial methods into the chemical 


trades, urging co-operation to the better- 
ment of economical production. 

He referred to Japan where combina- 
tion is taking place under instruction 
from the government, and cited other in- 
stances of elimination of foreign control, 
notably in Australia. In reference to 
German progress along these lines he 
said:— 

“From

were carefully studied. Through co- 
operation between the government, 
manufacturing establishments and banks, 
salesmen were able to offer terms wholly 
impossible to manufacturers without such 
connections. In South America sales 
were made to be paid for when goods 
were sold and credits of two years were 
not uncommon. Travelers report many 
dealers in South America stocked up 
with German merchandise to last until 
1917. At the home works research and 
experiments were carried out with a view 
to utilizing all waste products, often 
under government aid and_ subsidies, 
while the presence of technical men on

the boards of banking institutions pro- 
vided for profitable extensions of credit 
that would otherwise be refused.” 

What other countries could accomplish 
in the chemical industries was indicated 
by what Canada has done since the war 
began, Dr. Howe explained, saying:— 

“In Canada a remarkable development 
is in progress. The Royal Institute is 
providing for research chiefly in chem- 
istry and physics as applied to indus- 
try. The Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation is constantly urging upon its 
members the need of research. 

“The Canadian Mining Institute with 
the Soclety of Chemical Industry is 
studying Canadian minerals to determine 
what can be made from them. This sub- 
ject is receiving profound study. An 
exhibition of eight to ten thousand ar- 
ticles made in Germamy and Austria, 
which Canadians could produce and do 
not, is being held in industrial centers. 

“One problem lately solved has been 
the manufacture of acetone and acetic 
acid from calcium carbide. On account 
of the water powers of Canada there is 
hardly any limit to the calcium carbide 
that may be produced and made avail- 
able for the products named. There is 
a vast field of other bodies which re- 
search is bound to make available from 
the same source.” 





GOVERNMENT PAINT, OIL AND DRUG TRADE 
“SHOW” TO BE FEATURE OF “INAUGURATION” 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

In the Federal educational exhibit 
planned for two weeks at inauguration 
time to give the people of the United 
States an opportunity to see ‘‘Uncle Sam 
in his workshop” there will be much to 
interest, particularly the oil, paint and 
drug trades. Such exhibits will come 
from the Bureau of Chemistry, the Bu- 
reau of Soils of the Department of Agri- 
culture, the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, the Bureau of Stand- 
ards and the Federal Trade Commission 
in the Department of Commerce, and 
from the Bureau of Mines, the Geological 
Survey, the Indian Bureau and other of- 
fices of the Interior Department. 

One of the newest things that can be 
shown by the Bureau of Standards will 
be samples of the paint test now in prog- 
ress being made for all public buildings 
throughout the country at the solicitation 
of the Supervising Architect’s office in 
the Treasury Department. : 

It is expected, that one of the principal 
exhibits for the Bureau of Mines will be 
in illustration of the Rittman process for 
cracking oils which is expected to eke 
out the alarmingly diminishing available 
supply of crude oil for gasoline and the 
Cotterell precipitator by which the Bu- 
reau of Soils hopes, through the co-oper- 
ation of blast furnace operators, to sal- 
vage as a by-product an enormous ton- 
nage of potash, K 2 O, more than suffi- 
cient to meet all the needs of this coun- 
try. 

The Bureau of Chemistry expects, 
under the direction of W. W. Skinner, to 
put in a large and attractive showing of 
varied activities. A considerable part of 
the bureau exhibit will be taken up with 
illustrations of enforcement of the pure 
food and drug act during a decade of 
operation. Samples and _ pictures will 
show how various phases of the law In 
regard to drugs are enforced, covering 


extravagant claims as to curative prop- 
erties they do not possess and violations 
where the contents must be declared ac- 
cording to law. 

The educational work being carried on 
to standardize the naval stores industry 
and to produce a more uniform and 


purer rosin of tncreasing tramsparency 
forms a picturesque exhibit. This shows 
improved methods of distilling turpen- 
tine. 

Tanning materials for leather and how 
tests are made to guard against the use 
of adulterants that certainly do not im-

WORK WILL CONTINUE 


Attempt to Kill $175,000 Appropria- 
tion in Committee Unsuccessful— 
Money to Be Available Till 1918 


—Dyestuffs Appropriation Stands.

e House passed the agriec - 
propriation bill on Monday of thin weak 
containing all of the items of interest to 
the oil, paint and drug trades which 
were in the bill when reported to the 
House from the Committee on Agricul- 
ture and which the Reporter has pub- 
lished in detail. Among these items are 
ay to enable the Bureau of Chem- 
istry to continue its experiments in the 
manufacture of dyestuffs, for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the developing of the 
American dye industry; $175,000 for the 
construction of a plant to make potash 
—e giant kelp beds on the Pacific 
The latter item was kept in th 

Only after a long discussion of the Bi. 
question as it relates to this country 
and requirements of great quantities of 
potash for fertilizers. The $175,000 pro- 
vided in this bill is in reality the same 
$175,000 which was appropriated for this 
purpose in the law for the present fiscal 
year, expiring June 30 next. This money 
was not expended, but the Secretary of 
Agriculture made a thorough investiga- 
tion Into the advisability of establishing 
such a plant and finally determined that 
a plant should be erected and selected 
the site in Summerland, Santa Barbara 
county, California. He also obligated the 
sovernment recently to the extent of 
some $30,000 for machinery to be used 
and a kelp harvester. So members of 
the House finally agreed to allow the 
item to remain in the bill, but made it 
available only for the fiscal year 1918 
and not “until expended,” as was pro- 
vided in the bill as reported, 


Representative Lever, chairman of the 
Committee on Agriculture, Representa- 
tive Longworth, of Ohio, and epre- 
sentative Huteninson, of New Jersey, 
and others spoke strongly fn favor of 
the item and of giving the Secretary of 
Agriculture the opportunity of going 
ahead with the experiments which may 
prove of such vast benefit to the farmers 
of the country. Mr. Longworth pointed to 
the success which Japan has made in 
the matter of producing potash from 
ike Ip, through government experimenta- 
tion, and sald that there is sufficient 
kelp along the Pacific coast of the United 
States to furnish five times as much 
potash as this country ordinarily has 
used if a commercial method of produc- 
tion can be developed. 

Representative Cannon, of Tilinols, and 
others suggested that already private 
concerns were making potash from kelp 
on the Pacific coast, and that they could 
very well do their own experimenting, 
perhaps with more success than the gov- 
ernment. 

To this the supporters of the item re- 
plied that the private concerns were go- 
ing ahead regardless of cost in their pro- 
duction of potash, since the German 
supply of potash salts is now cut off by 
the war, and that they were not develop- 
ing any methods of producing potash 
which would be able to live in competi- 
tion with the German potash once the 
pote J =. over and normal conditions are 
restored,

Swiss Dyestuffs Industry at Loss for 
Labor and for Raw Materials. 


The Swiss dyestuff industry has had to 
cope, according to reports, with great dif- 
ficulties in conmection with labor and 
materials. There are no coke ovens in 
Switzerland, and the coal-tar products 
procurable have only been those which 
could be spared by belligerent countries, 
chiefly England. There is only one sul- 
phuric-acid plant, but recently there has 
been government encouragement for the 
scheme for the erection of a common 








acid works for the dyestuff factories, 
nitrites, nitric acid, caustic soda and 
chlorine are plentiful. 


The Swiss dyestuff factories have had 
to supply the requirements of the home 
consumers, who formerly dealt almost en- 
tirely with Germany, and who are now 
busy with foreign orders; nevertheless a 
considerable quantity has been exported 
under government supervision in return 
for raw materials allowed to come in. 
The price of aniline oil has risen to ten 
times the normal. 

The Swiss silk-dyeing industry is suffer- 
ing through scarcity of vegetable dye- 
stuffs, particularly logwood. Stocks are 
nearly exhausted.

Some very optimistic reports regard- 
ing the outlook for consumption of 
paints in the present years have come 
from prominent members of the trade. 


The general prosperous condition oi 
the country, together with probabili- 


ties of an expansion of building opera- 
tions, contribute to this feeling. Prices 
are higher than normal, but values are 
based on producing costs, and, if any- 
thing, the advance in the manufac- 
tured products is not commensuraie 
with those in raw materials. Hence 
the current quotations for prepared 
paints are legitimate and are not sub- 
ject to speculative influences which 
might create uncertainty in the minds 
of buyers and keep them out of the 
market. The basic materials were 
steady this week, with very little of 
new feature in the case of lead and 
zine pigments or linseed oil. Naphthas 
were advanced in price about the mid- 
dle of the period, and the strong po- 
sition of mineral oils is not favorable 
for any declines in the distillates. The 
color market is quiet, but prices have 
settled down to a fairly consistent 
basis, and while values are held at 
high levels, the market it not unsettled 
by frequent fluctuations. Among the 
miscellaneous materials mention may 
be made of freer offers of blanc fixe for 
forward positions, sellers are will- 
ing to take on for large 
amounts beginning with March and 
covering deliveries from then to the 
end of the year. The glue market is 
nominal, far as prices are con- 
cerned, as sellers are not able to quote 
freely on new business and demand 
for this product is apparently greater 
than the supply. Varnish gums are 
quiet but firm in price. On page 20 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation.

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The market for this pigment 
has been seasonably quiet since the 
first of the year, but demand is ex- 
pected to pick up before the end of 
the month. Deliveries are called for 


on old orders and fairly large lots are 
passing into consumption. There has 
been no change in quotations, and 
leading corroders are quoting dry basic 
carbonate at 8%c. per pound, and the 
pigment ground in oil at 9%c. per 
pound. These prices are for round lots, 
as jobbing quantities command a pre- 
mium over those asked for large 
amounts. This pigment is influenced 
by the metal market, and reference to 
the pig lead report shows that there 
were no developments in that material 
during the period. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—A repetition of last week's prices, 
with no feature to trading, sums up 
the situatiaon in this market. The 
asking price for round lots is 84c. per 
pound, and this is firm, in view of 
quotations for lead ore. There is good 
eall for stocks against contracts, and 
many consumers are reported to have 
covered in November for deliveries 
through February. 

RED LEAD.—There is a sameness 
to reports on all the lead pigments 
this week and that is in the statement 
that values are unchanged. In fact, 
the steady position of these products 
is the most prominent feature of the 
market. The quotation of producers 
of red lead is 9%c. per pound for the 
dry product, Red lead in oil is in 
fair demand, both from manufacturers 
and from the jobbing trade. Prices 
vary according to quantity, with 10%c. 
per pound as the inside price, 

LITHARGE.—Withdrawals 
contracts are coming to hand in a 
normal way and this takes large 
amounts out of the market. There is 
nothing new in prices and sellers con-

tinue to offer on a basis of 9%c. per 
pound, 
ORANGE MINERAL.—A range in 


prices is still noted in the local mar- 
ket, and, while there is some difference 
based on quantity, the range as given 
herewith is according to seller. Prices 
are 12@12%c. per pound. Consumption 
of domestic grades is reported to have 
been good recently and stocks are not 
large. This adds to the firm position 
of the material, 

SPPLTER. — There 


have been 


changes in this market almost daily, 
as values were easy or the contrary, 


according as demand was good or 
otherwise. There were no wide fluc- 
tuations in price, but the market is 


sensitive and is easily disturbed. 
quotation in the latter part of the 
week Was 9%4c. per pound. The price 
for forward positions are under those 
asked for spot material. Zine ore at 
Joplin is quoted at $65@80 per ton. 

ZINC OXIDE.—The steady position 
of zinc oxide as established by nam- 
ing prices for stated periods ahead is 
about the only feature of the market. 
The output of manufacturers is large- 
ly sold on contracts and, as most con- 
sumers receive their supplies in this 
way, there is only a light call for 
stocks in the spot market. The mar- 
ket is not so steady as far as spot 
prices are concerned, and inquiry for 
a lot of twenty-five tons brought 
forth different quotations, but all were 
in the neighborhood of lle. per pound. 
The contract prices for French process 
zinc oxide quote white seal at 18%c. 
per pound for carloads and 18%c. per 
pound for less than carloads. On this 
basis green seal is quoted at 18@18%c. 
per pound and red seal at 17%@17%c. 
per pound, 

Above prices are based upon ship- 
ments in barrels f. 0, b. shipping 
point, with freight allowances as here- 
tofore on carload lots only. These 
prices were effective December 1 and 
are subject to change without notice. 
The prices for ordinary American zinc 
oxide for the first half of next year 
were announced some time ago. Prices 
are as follows:—For 50-ton lots the 
quotation is 9%c. per pound. For car- 
lots 9%c. per pound is quoted, and less 
than carlots are held at 10c. per pound. 


The 


Special zine oxide is quoted at 104%@ 
104c, per pound, according to quan- 
tity. The above prices are based upon 


shipments in barrels and are f. o. b. 
shipping point, with usual freight al- 
lowance on carload lots. The above 
products are also available in paper 
bags of 50 pounds net weight when 
shipped in carloads. In this container 
the price will be %c. per pound lesg 
than quoted above. Bags cannot be 
shipped in less than carload lots. 
Mixed carloads of barrels and bags 
cannot be shipped. The above prices 
are effective only on contract for the 
first half of the year 1917, and are 
subject to change without notice, 

LITHOPONE.—Many consumers of 
lithopone are covered on contracts and 
the position of this materia! is a great 
deal similar to that reported for zinc 
oxide, as different producers are well 
sold ahead. In some cases there has 
been a part ef the output held back to 
take care of urgent spot requirements, 
but this would account only for a small 
part of the trade. Prices for contracts 
are held at 6@6%c. per pound. 

DRY COLORS. 

Color makers are interested in the 
chemical market, as future prices for 
different chemicals will have an impor- 
tant b°aring on certain colers. The 
market at present is not fluctuating to 


any extent, but raw materials are not 
stab'e enough to guarantee a_ steady 
price for the manufactured products. 


The earth colors are f2eling the effects 
of the car situatipn, as shipments from 
mines are not maWe as regularly as de- 
sired. The transportation situation, 
however, is net peculiar to the color 
market, but affects cther items of the 
paint market which are shipped from 
one point to another. 
BLACKS. 

Some of the important colors in this 
market ars well sold ahead and the de- 
livery against contracts takes up the 
bulk of the output, with no spot trad- 
ing te sp®ak of. This has been the con- 
dition for some time with reference to 
carbon gas black, and lampblack also 
comes under this heading. Most other 


selections are steady in price, with 
mineral blacks quoted at $20@30 per

BLUES. 

There is a fair cail for Prussian blue 
and buyers find a variation in the 
grades which are on the market. The 
values for this color are based on grade, 
and tne range 1s trom $1.UU to $1.10 per 
pound, Foreign grades ot Prussian biue 
are scarce and there is no reliable quo- 
tation. Ultramarine biue also are hard 
to fix accurately in price, as the spot 
market is net well supplied and sewers 
are asking different .eveis, with zvu@ 
4U0c, per pound quoted. 

BROWNS. 

No offers are heard on German van- 
dyke browns, and any price would be 
omly tor a special tol Which migiht be 
available. Sienna and umber are re- 
ported to be very tirm, with toreign 
grades strengthened by high ocean 
Ireights. The quotation for italian si- 
enna 1s 54%@8c. per pound. American 
sienna is neid at Z@sc. per pound ter 
burnt and powdered, Domesuc umber 
is quoted at z@z%ec. per pound for ournt 
and powdered and also for raw. 

GREENS. 

Producers of Paris green are said to 
have brought considerable raw materi- 
ais recenuy at high prices, and the 
market for the finished product is also 
strong. ‘the quotation is given at 30c. 
per pound. No changes were noted this 
week in the case of chrome green and 
demand has been quiet. Seliers quote 
4U0@boc, per pound tor chemically pure. 
Grinders chrome green is Offered at 16 
@2U0c. per pound and jobbing at 13@1dc. 
per pound, Common chrome green is 
repeated at 9@1l3c. per pound. 

REDS. 

Many of the selections in the market 
for reds are holding very firm in price 
and the market is strong because pro- 
ducing costs are high, and not due to 
any temporary condition which may 
be expected to change at any time. 
Pure para toners are quoted at $2.25@ 
2.50 per pound, with offerings not 
heavy. Commercial grades are on the 
market at different prices, ranging 
from 40c, to 60c. per pound. Red oxide 
is strong, and, while the low grades 
are offered at close to normal levels, 
the range in prices has widened in re- 
cent moniths. Sellers quote 3@84éc. 
per pound on a quality basis. Tuscan 
reds are held at 25@30c. per pound. 
Standard Indian reds are offered at 
7@9%c. per pound. 

YELLOW. 

Manufacturers of chemically pure 
chrome yellow are said to hold con- 
tracts for 1917 deliveries of some chem- 
icals at much higher prices than was 
the case for 1916. This has a tendency 
to strengthen the market. The quota- 
tion holds at 25@28c. per pound. Ocher 
is steady in price and is in fair de- 
mand. The price for domestic is given 
at $20@30 per ton. French ocher is 
24%@8c. per pound. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


A very firm market rules for many 
of the items listed under the heading 
of miscellaneous materials. An ad- 
vance in price was reported this week 
for cobalt oxide, owing to the rise 
in producing costs. Whiting has not 
improved since our last report, and 
this is also true of chalk and putty. 
Blanc fixe, which was scarce a short 
time ago, and on which spot prices 
were high, has eased off, especially for 
forward positions, and stocks available 


for March forward are expected to 
show an increase. 
BARYTES.—Importers of Spanish 


barytes continue to offer this product 
for shipment and quote prices accord- 


steady in price, with the better selec- 
tions quoted at $25@35 per ton. 
BLANC FIXE.—While the spot mar- 
ket for blanc fixe is holding fairly 
steady, there is an increase of offers 
for futures, and prices are, therefore, 
easier in tone. The dry product is gen- 
erally held at 44%4c. per pound on spot, 
although this might be shaded on 
round lots. On contracts 4c. per pound 
is said to have been a basis of sales. 
Pulp blanc fixe is offered at $40 per 
ton for March forward, but some sell- 
ers are not quoting freely on spot. 
COBALT OXIDE.—This material is 
strong in price. Stocks are reported 
to be light, and, with the metal high 
in price, producing costs are increased. 
The quotation is now given at $1.25@ 
1.30 per pound. The inside price ap- 
plies to bulk and tha higher figure is 
quoted on packages. 
CASEIN.—Demand for this material 
is rather keen, and stocks are not al- 
lowed to accumulate. While the im- 
port figures show that large amounts 
came in to this country in recent 
months, the home output has been cur- 
tailed and consumption has been gain- 
ing on production. At present there is 
not much domestic material on the 
market, and foreign grades are com- 
manding high prices because of the 
firmness in primary markets, and also 


because of the increase in ocean 
freights. The better grades of India 
casein are bringing close to 30c. per 


pound. Prices are based on grade and 
range from léc. to 30c, per pound. 

PUTTY.—What is true of the putty 
market reverts to chalk and whiting, 
as there is a close connection between 
these materials. Some chalk reached 
the local port this week, coming from 
London, but arrivals are comparatively 
small, and are not large enough to 
take care of consuming needs. This 
creates a strong market for whiting, 
and, as manufacturers of putty cannot 
secure enough of that matcricl, prices 
are more or less nominal. A quotation 
of $2 is heard for commercial putty in 
tubs. 

GLUES, 

Prices for glue stock are reported as 
very firm, and some grades have re- 
cently gone up in price. This condi- 
tion naturally has an effect on the 
market for the finished product, and 
offers one reason for the high prices 
obtained for glue. The most impor- 
tant feature to the glue market, how- 
ever, is the sold up position of manu- 
facturers. In most cases producers 
are delivering on contracts, and have 
nothing to offer in the spot market. 
This makes it impossible to quote any 
prices which would be reliable, and 
sellers say it is a matter of finding 
goods at any price. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


Demand for varnish gums has not 
yet opened up to the active stage, and 
the present market is quiet. There is 
no weakness in prices, however, and 
sellers say the tendency of values is 
to go to higher levels. Stocks of gums 
at primary points are reported to be 
low, and this keeps values strong, and 
it costs more than usual to bring these 
gums to this country. There is no in- 
dication of improvement in the ship- 
ping situation and high ocean freights 
are likely to continue for some time. 
There have been important price 
changes during the week, and Batavian 
damar is quoted at 19% @20c. per pound 
for No. 1. Singapore damar is quoted 
at 21%@22c. per pound for No. 1, 
16@1i7c. per pound for No. 2, and 8@9c, 
per pound for No. 3. Manila nubs are 
held at 942@10c. per pound for pale, 
and 84@8&%c. per pound for amber. 
Pale chips are 8@8%c. per pound. 
Kauri gum is firmly held, with No. 1 
quoted at 44@46c. per pound.

Philadelphia, Jan. 12, 1917. 
The broadcast use of printers” ink in 
advertising was the most pronounced 
note sounded by any of the speakers at 


the twenty-ninth annual convention of 
the Master House Painters and Deco- 
raters’ Association of Pennsylvania in the 
Bellevue-Stratford Hotel this week. Ses- 
sions were held Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday, and the delegates, of whom 
there were about 150, pronounced the 
= among the best they had ever 
1eld, 

At the opening session of Tuesday, an 
address of welcome was delivered by a 
representative of the city government 
and a member of the Philadelphia branch 
of the association and the buSiness ses- 
sious of the convention were started at 
once, 

John Dewar, of Pittsburgh, president 
of the association, in his annual address, 
gave a detailed review of trade condi- 
tions throughout the State. He told of 
the advances that have been made in the 
movement to standardize the paint in- 
dustry and bring about an equalization 
of quality in paints and varnishes. 

During the day President Dewar ap- 
pointed various committees and reports 
were heard from officers and standing 
committees. William B. Wolfinger, of 
Reading, the treasurer, reported the 
finances of the association to be in sound 
condition, while the Membership Com- 
mittee reported that practically every 
city in the State now is represented. in 
the organization, 


Kelly on “Brushes.” 


James LL. Kelly gave am interesting and 
enlightening talk on brushes, how they 
are made, where the materials come 
from and how they should be used, and 
there was a lively discussion of what 
were called ‘“‘touchy architects,”” who defy 
the basic principles of business efficiency, 
and the failure of competitors to figure 
Overhead charges with accuracy. 

Harry A. Mackey, of Philadelphia, 
chairman of the State Compensation 
Board, told of the operation of the work- 
men’s compensation act. Ernest T. Trigg 
told the delegates of the educational cam- 
paign launched by the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association of the United States 
and sald:— 

“If you want your banker to lend you 
money and take a mortgage on your 
home, you had better apply the paint 
brush before you see the banker. The 
National Association has communicated 
with 60,000 bankers in the United States 
and 90 per cent. of them said they would 
not advance a loan on property that was 
weather beaten. In a word, the bankers 
know that a well-painted structure is 
usually a well-preserved structure and 
that its owner is interested in his 
property.”’ 

It was Mr. Trigg, who is vice-president 
of John Lucas & Co., Philadelphia, who 
told the delegates of the need of adver- 
tising ‘‘to raise the paint business from 
an infant industry to real importance.”’ 


Advertising the Paint Business. 


“T do not mean firm advertising of the 
particular merits of a certain brand of

paint,”” he said, “but an intelligent in- 
struction of the world’s need of paint as 
an economic necessity. Through a lack 
of knowiedge, the public has neglected 
paint. A trip in the rE will show 
four out of five buildings in need of it. 
Its lack causes as great an economic loss 
through deterioration as fire damage 
does through actual destruction.” 

“Varnishes and Why They Don’t Last” 
was the subject of a spirited symposium, 
led by Thomas I, Morrow, of John W. 
Masury & Son, Brooklyn, and A. C. Rapp, 
of Pittsburgh. 

P. J. Byrne, of Pittsburgh, in an ad- 
dress on “Trade Schools,” urged that 
trade and technical schools be made mgre 
practical in their instruction, 

“These schools,’ he said, “are essential 
and are doing a wonderful good in pre- 
paring young men, but they should be 
more careful concerning fundamentals. 
For instance, a young man who wishes 
to become a scenic painter should also 
know how to paint radiators. Painting 
radiators should not be considered 
menial, because it may help him to earn 
a living some time. It must be remem- 
bered that any artisan who really loves 
his work and gives his best efforts to 
it is in every sense an artist. The radia- 
tor painter may develop into a scenic 
painter, but no man can be a great 
seenic painter unless he can paint a rad- 
iator.”’ 


Many Important Addresses. 


A. G. Rapp, of Pittsburgh, delivered an 
illustrated lecture on “Best Methods of 
Estimating Work.” A H. McGhan, 
Washington, D. C., spoke on “Increase 
in Membership’; R. S. Perry, New York, 
spoke on “Possibilities of Improvement 
in Materials in the Painting Business.” 
Professor Leslie W. Miller, of the Penn- 
sylvania Museum and School of Industrial 
Art, spoke on “Art in Industry.” In 
a symposium on “Why Paint Perishes,”’ 
Dr. John A. Schaeffer spoke on pigments, 
Dr. Glenn H. Pickard on olls and vehi- 
cles, and Dr. John R. MacGregor on paint 
in general. Others who spoke were Dr. 


Henry A. Gardner, Washington, D. C.; 
Frank Rrown, Pittsburgh: Charles Mac- 
Nichol, Washington, D. C., amd Alexan- 


der Lawrence, Jr., of the Lawrence-Mc- 
Fadden Company, Philadelphia, whose 
subject was “Commercial Stains."” In 


addition to these set speakers, there were 
discussions after nearly every paper, in 
which the delegates manifested a lively 
intercst and frequently took active part 
generally. 

Many of the delegates brought their 
wives to the convention and special ar- 
rangements were made to entertain them. 
They had a theatre party, a trip through 
the shopping district and various other 
trips and entertainments kept them busy.

LINSEED OIL. 

There were reports at times during 
the week that 92c. per gallon was 
quoted by crushers, but the price in 
most quarters has been steadily main- 
tained at 93c. per gallon. Inquiry for 
oil is growing, but most of the busi- 
ness is said to have been for prompt 
and nearby, though reports from the 
West say that orders were placed 
there for delivery into the fall months. 
The spot price in the local market is 
quoted for shipments for two or three 
months ahead. While premiums are 
asked for April forward and higher 
prices are predicted as the year ad- 
vances, it is noted that May and July 
seed have been quoted below the prices 
at which the options sold early in De- 
cember. Cake prices are easier for 
spring deliveries, and this would in- 
crease the cost of oil even if seed 
prices were the same as those which 
prevailed for the past few months. 
Different paint manufacturers have 
been quoted recently as predicting a 
big year for that industry, and this is 
construed as indicating an active de- 
mand for linseed oil. As the seed sup- 
ply this year is short, the amount to 
be imported will vary according as 
consumption is large or small, While 
soya bean oil is now offered on more 
favorable terms for shipment, most of 
the vegetable and fish oils are very 
strong in price and there is not much 
incentive to substitute for linseed oil. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed last Sat- 
urday at $2.87 per bushel and yesterday 
the chose was $2.85%. There has been

ton. Sales of meal in the East are not 
important and any quotation is largely 
nominal, Cake is feeling the effects of 
the shipping situation and deliveries 
on old orders have been held up be- 
cause of lack of tonnage. Large lots 
went out from New York this week, 
but there is little doing in the spot 
market and $46 per ton is given as a 
nominal price, with spring shipments 
quoted about $3 per ton under that 
figure. 





COTTONSEED OIL. 


A slight decline is noted in prices 
for cottonseed oil ait the close of the 
week under review. The movement 


has continued irregular and the down- 
ward tendency has been gradual and 
hardly discernable at times. Trading 
has not been very active and there 
seemed to be a lack of interest on the 
The 


part of both buyers and sellers. 


absolute failure of the peace project 
abroad had a tendency to discourage 
some holderg of long oil, and at inter- 
vals there was evidence of long 
liquidation. ‘Demand could not be 
called active. There was an inclination 
to absorb offerings at concessions, 
while advances were not supported. In 
general the market gave the appear- 
ance of a professional trading affair 
more tthan anything else. The key to 
the situation is vested in the lard 
market, and, with the production of 
oil depending almost entirely on do- 
mestic consumers for absorption, the 
price movement of lard is going to be 
the important factor in shaping future 
values. Judging from gévernment fig- 
ures on the production of seed cotton, 
the oil output will exceed that of the 
previous season. The problem seems 
to be, can domestic consumers ab- 
sorb the increased output in view of 
the curtailed foreign outlet and the in- 
roads made by heavy importations of 
soya bean oil and the substitution of 
fats and greases in the soap kettle? It 
is true there is no apparent sign of 
weakness in the primary situation, but 
some authorities are of the opinion 
that large stocks of seed and oil are 
being held back because of the almost 
universal bullish spirit that has swept 
the country during tthe last half of 
1916. Peace abroad should prove the 
paramount bull factor and the opening 
of export channels would undoubtedly 
occasion a pyrotechnical display sel- 
dom if ever recorded. Without peace 
in Europe it is possible that the mar- 
ket may have discounted most of the 
bullish developments. The first six 
months of 1917 ought to record inter- 
esting price movements at least. Be- 
low is a detailed’ market report of 
transactions for each day during the 
past week, together with a table of 
sales, receipts and exports, and tele- 
grams from the crude oil centers.

The opinion pre- 
vails that reduced hog shipments will 
result in higher lard prices, owing to 
the continued strength of grain. At 
the close Middle West lard was held at 
15.60@15.70c.; city is nominal at 15%%c. 
Lard compound was quoted at 13%@ 
144%c. a pound.

The Chicago lard market closed last week 
at an advance of 25c. per hundred pounds, 
compared to the previous week. Hog packing 
was 691,000 head, compared with 640,000 last 
year. In spite of the fact that there is a heavy 
increase in stocks of lard and meat as shown 
by the official statement of the Board of Trade 
inspector’s office, the market advanced rather 
sharply in sympathy with grains and in the 
absence of any particular selling pressure. 
The fact of the matter is that on the recent 
decline liquidation was very thorough and, 
after prices again started up, it did not take 
long to bring about the good advance recorded 
at the close. On Saturday cash lard was 
quoted at $15.60. 

Exports for week ending December 30, 
27,650 tierces.

Unexpected heavy arrivals of hogs, ‘locally 
as well as West, together with a break of 
10@15c, in values at the yards, had a depress- 
ing effect on lard today. These factors led to 
fair selling through commission houses. The 
market was well supported by interests who 
usually act for the Belgian Relief Commit- 
tee and this had a tendency to check values 
in their downward course. Hog receipts to- 
taled 73,000 head, 15,000 head in excess of ex- 
pectations, and Western packing centers all 
told received 205,900, against 140,100 head last 
year. Lard shipments amounted to 1,739,000 
pounds, against 2,588,000 pounds a year 
A fair business was transacted in lard 
day. The demand was not very urgent, and 
offerings were only fair. The market was 
rather easy early, and prices ruled 5@7'%c. 
lower. Later the market was steadier, and 
prices rallied 24%@5c. all around, and closed 
rather steady. There was very little demand 
on shipping account, with no pressure to sell. 
Regular in round lots was quotable at Jan- 
uary price to Se. over, and closed steady at 
about $15.6214@15.67%. Small interior lots 
were rather slow in sale and quotable at 5@ 
10c. discount on January. Refined was in 
moderate demand for export, with fair of- 
ferings. lose lots were in good supply and 
in rather small demand; quotable at 0c. off 
January. Leaf lard was in fair supply and in 
light request; quotably steady at $15. Neutral 
was in moderate supply, with a fair inquiry. 
Prices were steady at $17.26@17.50 for No. 1 
and $16.25@16.50 for No. 2. January lard was 
in moderate request and offers were fair. 
Sales were made at $15.60@15.65; opened 
$15.62% and closed steady at $15.62%. May 
lard offerings were rather good and the 
mand was fair.

FOUR STANDARD TURPENTINE TYPES TO 
BE DEFINED BY BUREAU OF CHEMISTRY 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

Work by the Bureau of Chemistry, 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
on standard types and on procedure for 
turpentine grading is about completed and 
is being put in shape for presentation to 
the industry. This will be announced as 
soon as possible, according to F. P. 
Beiteh, laboratory superintendent, in 
order that the types may be ready for 
use at the opening of the naval stores 
Season, April 1. 

Four standard types will be defined— 
water white, standard, one shade and 
two shade. Up to the present time there 
has been no standard, only the colors 
that the producers use, and it is expected 
that these proposed standard types will 
be promptly adopted by those engaged in 
the turpentine trade. The steps in adop- 
tion of these standard types are very 
similar to those which the Bureau of 
Chemistry induced the trade to take in 
the systematic grading of rosin. There 
is a close analogy between the work done 
for the improvement and development of 
the rosin trade and the turpentine trade 
by the Bureau of Chemistry, and it Is all 
part of a comprehensive educational pro- 
gram, which the officials of the bureau 
say they have planned to carry out to 


make the naval stores market one of the 
most important and systematically or- 
ganized business institutions of the South. 

“The Bureau of Chemistry experts have 
measured,’’ Mr. Veitch says, “the colors 
of the several accepted type samples 
for turpentine and in this way arrived at 
a_unit of color for each grade. This unit 
vf color is recommended for adoption by 
the industry as standard types.’’ 

The bureau, Mr, Veitch says, is going 
to issue soon a circular for the trade giv- 
ing full and detailed information regard- 
ing the proposed turpentine standard 
types together with descriptions of the 
necessary apparatus and the methods of 
inspection on turpentine which is expect- 
ed to be one of the most important pub- 
lications ever gotten out in the interest 
cf this industry. 

As stated before the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of Congress by Dr. Carl Alsberg, 
chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, and 
Mr. Veitch in charge of the laboratory 
work to show the need of continuing edu- 
cational work and efforts to standardize 
the products, misgrading and adultera- 
tion have been extensively practiced in 
the naval stores industry, and it is to 
correct such abuses that the Bureau of 
“Chemistry is now directing its efforts. 





NAVAL STORES CENSUS NOW BEING TAKEN 
PRIOR TO MORE CONSTRUCTIVE EFFORTS 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

The carrying out of n educational 
campaign to standardize the naval stores 
industry and produce a higher grade of 
rosin, the details of which have been 
carefully planned during the last three 
years, is one of the principal efforts of 
the Bureau of Chemistry at this time. 

Preliminary to the actual educational 
fleld work what might be called a cen- 
sus of the industry is being taken, as 
heretofore there has been no reliable sta- 
tistics as to the production of rosin and 
turpentine. Statistics of local output 
are being checked up with the reports 
of inspectors and the internal revenue 
office. The same course is also being 
persued in getting in touch with the 
consumers and for the wood turpentine 
industry. This naval stores census, in 
itself, is considered a very important 
phase of the Bureau of Chemistry's pro- 
gram. 

Through co-operation between’ the 
faculties of State universities in the 
centres of the naval store territory and 
the officials of the Bureau of Chemistry 


an effort is being made to engage for 
government work in the fleld a half 
dozen of the most promising university 
trained men who can act as field agents 
of the bureau. It is thought this will 
furnish the bureau with trained and am- 
bitious young men. 

While the program as planned by the 
bureau is held in check by the fact that 
but $10,000 has been available for work 
on the naval stores industry, half of 
which has had to be devoted to labora- 
tory work, a much larger appropriation 
will be sought by leaders [n the indus- 
try from Congress in order that the bu- 
reau may carry out the program it has 
been working upon for more than three 
years. During the coming spring prac- 
tically all that can be accomplished in 
the educational campaign by the bureau 
will be to send three men into the local- 
ities where stills are operated, starting 
in Lecuisiana and working north. 

For another season it is hoped a tract 
of timber in the South may be procured 
where the bureau can establish a still.

One of the really helpful features of 
the educational campaign is to be a 
series of weekly leaflets published by 
the bureau regarding various phases of 
the work in the industry which, while 
prepared by experts, will reflect actual 
field conditions and thus be of practical 
value to the operators. These pamphlets 
are to be on such topics as:— 

An accounting system, showing blanks 
on which can be kept a record of pro- 
duction, costs, ete., which will be valu- 
able for comparison. 

Ways of eliminating waste, 
considered one of the most 
early matters of consideration. 

“Stilling,” which will discuss the old 
methods, and suggest how improvements 
may be made and greater care exercised. 

Straining of the rosin, with instructions 
as to how the lighter colors indicative 
of purer product can be developed.

NATIONAL DRUG TRADE CONFERENCE TO 
OPEN SESSIONS TODAY AT WASHINGTON 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 
The National Drug Trade Conference 
will celebrate its fourth birthday Monday 
afternoon at a conference of the Execu- 
tive Committee on Resolutions for pro- 


posed legislation and of national im- 
portance in the drug trade. 
The conference proper is to be held 


Tuesday in the New Willard Hotel, and 
action by the Executive Committee on 
Monday is anticipated limiting the at- 
tendance at the conference to duly ac- 
credited delegates from the six constit- 
uent member bodies. This action is to 
be taken to expedite the work of the con- 
ference and to promote freedom of dis- 
cussion, 

It was support of the Harrison narcotic 
law that really made the conference and 
gave it a nation-wide standing and repu- 
tation. The present session is expected 
to emphasize that reputation by resolu- 
tion and active campaign work support- 
ing the contention which has been made 
editorially by the Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter that such question as standard- 
ization of drugs or regulations limiting 
the transportation through the mails of 
poisonous or habit-forming drugs should 
not be placed in the hands of one mam, 
one official. ene bureau. one department. 
The attitude of the conference as fore- 
east by prominent members will prob- 
ably be that the standardization of drugs 
as proposed in legislation under the food 
and drugs act, with an appropriation of 
$75 0, should be sectentifically conducted 
with the Tinited States Pharmacopela 
and National Formulary as examples of 
efficient development through expert con- 
sideration 

Lenders in the deliberations of the con- 
ference on arrival here are expressing 


the conviction that the conference will 
go on record as favoring that any re- 
strictions put on the transportation of 
poison and habit-forming drugs through 
the mails shall be written into the law 
and not left to the discretion, option or 
whim of any one official who may not 
and probably will not have scientific 
training to fit him to decide for the 
best interests of proper administration of 
such a problem. If it is desirable that 
such shipment of drugs through the mail 
should be limited from responsible par- 
ties to responsible parties—as the Post- 
office Department explains is desired 
through the amendment now being urged, 
providing for leaving this matter in the 
discretion of the Postmaster General— 
then, it is insisted, it should be a part 
of the law and not a regulation made 
by the Postmaster General which might 
and probably would be changed by his 
successor. The law should be complete 
in itself and not left to any bureaucracy 
or departmental oligarchical ruling, these 
delegates argue.

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Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Jan. 13, 1917. 


There have been two characteristic 
features of the petroleum market dur- 
ing the week just closead—the increase 
of Pennsylvania crude to $3.05 a barrel, 
the highest price since February, 1877, 
and the increase of refined oil for ex- 
port on Tuesday and Friday, a lift of 
25 points each time, or a total of half 
a cent. In addition, on Tuesday last 
the price for export gasoline and the 
naphthas was also lifted a cent. 

Pennsylvania was not alone in the 
price increase, however. Starting on 
Saturday, January 6, the price in- 
creases have been as follows:— 

January 6—Oklahoma-Kansas, 10c. 
to $1.60; Crichton crude, 10c. to $1.20. 

January &—Corsicana light, Electra, 
Thrall, Strawn, Moran, Yale and Cush- 
ing crudes, 10c. to $1.60; Healdton and 
Corsicana heavy, 5c. to 85c.; North and 
South Lima, Indiana, Illinois, Prince- 
ton, Wooster, Plymouth, 10c.; Caddo, 
all grades, De Soto, 10c. to $1.60, $1.50 
and $1.45 for Caddo, $1.50 for De Soto 
and 95c. for Caddo heavy. 

January 9—Pennsylvania, 
$3.05; Sc. advance to make Mercer 
black $2.43; Corning, $2.38; Cabell, 
$2.35; Somerset, $2.18; Ragland, 3c. to 
$1; Canada advanced to $2.18. 

January 12—Following the increase 
the first of the week by the Sinclair 
Oil and Refining Company, the Prairie 
met the 10c, increase, making the price 
for mid-continent $1.70. 

January 13—Healdton crude 
vanced 5c. to 90c, a barrel. 

Reports from the fields indicate as 
much activity as possible under exist- 
ing winter conditions, which are of 
necessity a great handicap to the pro- 
ducers. The prices now offered gener- 
ally are a great inducement toward 
the promotion of the greatest possible 
output, and, while field work is neces- 
sarily quiet in the Middle West, with 
the exception of Kentucky, there is a 
studied attempt to extend the boun- 
daries of the old Lima field and in the 
Tiffin field, both in Ohio. 

A new wildcat in Scott county, Tenn., 
is attracting a great deal of attention.

REFINED PRODUOTS. 

Up till Saturday the increase in the 
price of crude oil had been without 
effect on the quotations for refined 
products, except for export, as already 
noted. Locally there was no change, 
although in the West and South in- 
creases were quite general. 

On January 9 the Standard Oil Com- 
pany raised the price of gasoline at 
filling stations in Louisiana 3%c, to a 
basis of 23c. a gallon. The Texas has 
raised the price of gasoline 1c. a gallon 
in Several States, with resulting new 
quotations as follows:— 

Oklahoma, 22c.; Alabama, maximum, 
26c.; minimum, 22%c.; Mississippi, 
maximum, 23%c.; minimum, 21%c. 
Kerosene was advanced %%c. a gallon 
in New Mexico. 

The Atlantic Refining Company of 
Pittsburgh hag advanced gasoline 
prices as follows:—Auto, 25c.; 68-70 de- 
grees, 28c.; 73-76 degrees, 32c. The pre- 
vious prices on these three grades 
were 25c., 27c., 29c., respectively. 

Locally a rising market on gasoline 
is looked for during the spring months 
and any change in the near future is 
not expected to be final but rather the 
forerunner of other advances, 

Illuminating oil exports for the week 
totaled 6,671,075 gallons, as compared 
with 2,702,755 gallons for the week pre- 
vious, while the total shipments for 
the period since January 1, 1916, ag- 
gregate 412,825,630 gallons, as compared 
with 411,376,440 gallons last year. 

Gasoline exports totaled 711,250 gal- 
lons during the week, as compared with 
1,299,095 gallons during the week pre- 
vious, and a total of 23,917,230 gallons 
for the year.

The above table for the months of November 
and December in the Gulf coast division shows 
a marked increase in new production for De- 
cember—16,355 barrels over that of the preced- 
ing month. There were 71 completions in 
December, 45 of which were producing wells 
with a total of 33,665 barrels initial produc- 
tion. There were 17 less rigs up or drilling 
during the month, due to several deep tests 
in the different districts being temporarily shut 
down. 

The largest producer completed during the 
month was at Sour Lake, whicn fleld leads in 
new production with a total of 10,050 barrela 
Goose Creek is next with 9,150 barrels, Hum- 
ble third with 6,520 barrels, and Bigerly 
fourth with 4,875 barrels. 

At Sour Lake the well completed on the 
Hardin County Oil Company's land by the 
Humble-Gulf Oj] Company’s No. 14 had the 
greatest initial production of any completed 
during December in the coastal fields. It came 
in flowing 10,000 barrels. ‘The next largest 
was completed at Goose Creek, No. 2 Gillespie 
a joint test of the Paraffine and Humble 
companies, flowing 7,000 barrels. Next is No. 
5 Moore of the Gulf Refining Company, in the 
Edgerly district, flowing 4,500 barrels. This 
well did not hold up, soon going to water. It 
is now producing about 4, barrels of fluid, 
of which about one-fourth is oil. 

There were 32 completions in December in 
the Humble district, of which 15 were aban- 
donments. Three good flowing wells were com- 
pleted and several good pumpers. ‘The largest 
producer was that of the Sun Company, No. 17 
river, flowing 2,800 barrels; the Southern Petro- 
leurn Company, 16 Landslide, had an initial 
production of 1, , as did also No. 9 on the 
Burt of the Producers’ Oil Company, an old 
hole deepened. 

Vinton had one large well completed during 
the month, No. 7 Harmony, with an initial 
flow of 2,500 barrels. 





The total initial production of the Gulf coast 
division for the week ending January 6, 1917, 
is estimated at 11,706 barrels. Of this amount 
Goose Creek contributes 7,000 barrels. Humble 
follows second with 4,390 barrels. But two of 
the other districts had completions—Saratoga 
with two, ameounting to 265 barrels, and a 50- 
barrel pumper at Sour Lake, 

The total daily average production for all 
districts of the coastal fields for the week 
ending January 6 is estimated at 58,675 barrels. 
Of this amount Humble contributes 2,400 bar- 
rels, Sour Lake 18,000 barrels, Goose Creek 
1,000, Batson 2,150, Saratoga 2,100, Markham 
525, Spiidletop 850, Dayton 150, Edgerly 3,700, 
Jennings 1,600 and Vinton 3,600 barrels. 

There were ten completions in the Humble 
district, three of which were abandonments. 
The Republic Production Company’s No. 9 
Stevenson flowed for a day at the rate of 2,500 


barrels. It is now dead. This is an old hole 
worked over. The Neil Esperson (Invincible 
Oil Company) well, No. 50, on the Termann, 


came in flowing 2,500 barrels oil. This well 
is holding vp at 1,500 barrels. The other pro- 
ducers were pumpers, the largest of which is 
No. 4 ‘House, belonging to the Onalaska Oil 
Company, pumping 200 barrels, and the well 
on the Hirsch belonging to the Imperial Oil 
and Gas Company pumping 150 barrels. 


At Goose Creek. 
The big well, No. 2 Gillette, joint test of the 


Humble and Paraffine Oi] companies, that came 
in flowing last Sunday about 7,000 barrels, is 


now making between 4,000 and 5,000 barrels 
of oil It is only a short distance from the 
Gulf Production Company's ‘No. 6 Tabb, which 
was completed a little over a month ago with 


initial production of 2,600 barrels. This is 


producing over 800 barrels daily. 
At Markham, 
The Clem Oil Company, No. 12 Meyers, is 
pumping 75 barrels. 
At Sonr Lake. 
The Sun Company, No. 51 Higgins, set the 
screen and bailed at 2,375 feet and has a 0- 


barrel pumper. This is the only completion at 
Sour Lake for the week. 


At Saratoga. 


The Rio Bravo Oil Company has completed 
two wells on its fee, No. 224 pumping 45 bar- 
rels and No. 353 pumping 220 barrels.

There are more than 50 wildcat tests in 
South Texas and South Louisiana, but none 
hold out very encouraging prospects for the 
bringing in of a new field. The most activity 
exists in Brazoria, Liberty and Harris counties 
in Texas, and Calcasieu and Iberia parishes in 
Louisiana. Avery & Sutton and the Gulf Re- 
fining Company have a shallow well near New 
Iberia, between 500 and 600 feet, that is good 
for probably 15 barrels a day. They are now 
drilling a deep test in the same locality. 

In Brazoria county the Texas Exploration 
Company and two or three other interests con- 
tinue active at Damon Mound without any ap- 
parent results worth while. 

In Liberty county quite an amount of new 
work is going on in the old Dayton field, and 
a number of wildcat tests are being drilled in 
different parts of the county.

Notes From Fields. 


In a transfer recorded January 6 Thomas H. 
Maes, of Houston, received $14,400 cash for a 
lease on 144% acres of submerged land located 
in the bay at the Goose Creek oil fields, for 
which he paid the State of Texas $35 a little 
over a month ago. The lease was taken over 
by the Sun Company and is the biggest deal 
in submerged oil land yet consummated. . Mr. 
Maes also receives one-twenty-fourth royalty of 
all oil produced on a certain twenty-five acres 
in the tract upon which the Sun company will 
drill. 

Gasoline and kerosene prices were advanced 
a cent a gallon in Houston on January 5 by 
the Gulf Refining Company, making the retail 
prices at garages 20 cents a gallon and 19 


cents to other dealers, At interior points 
other than Fort ‘Worth, Dallas, Houston and 
Waco the prices run a _ cent higher. Fuel 


oil prices have also stiffened some the past 
ten days in sympathy with the increased 
price of coal and lignite and scarcity of cars. 
The demand for fuel oil has been stronger 
and the prices at loading points are around 
$1 in Houston and from 95 cents to $1.05 per 
per barrel at Dallas and Fort Worth. 

In order to afford better protection to dealers 
furnishing machinery and equipment for use 


in the oil fields and to workmen employed 
there, a bill creating a lien on oil lands, 
leases, pipelines and improvements will be in- 


troduced in the coming session of the Texas 
Legislature. The present lien law does not 
apply to oil fields. 

Cornelius O'Neill, veteran oil man, died at 
his home in Houston Heights on New Year’s 
at the age of 78 years. He was born in the 
State of New York. When oil was discov- 








ered in Pennsylvania he moved to that State 
and had since followed the oil business up 
to the time of his death. He was prominent 
in local oil interests in the coastal fields. 

At the meeting of the Gulf Coast Oil Produc- 
held January 3, it was de- 


ers’ Association, 
cided to seek legislation which shall bring 
about a more thorough regulation of pipeline 


companies as common carriers, and in that 
way proved transportation facilities for oil at 
prices which will enable Gulf coast oil pro- 
du-ers to offer their product to purchasers 
other than those in the immediate Gulf coast 
fields. According to President W. 8. Farish, 
of the association, after the simplest refin- 
ing of the oil it is worth from $5 to $7 a 
barrel, and when it is worked up and the 
value of the by-products considered worth 
much more 

Judge W. H. Gill, attorney for the Gulf 
Coast Oil Producers’ Association, says that 
the Texas Company at the next session of 
the Legislature will be willing to go out of 
the pipeline business on the condition that 
it be allowed to engage in the producing and 
refining business, with the power for its stock- 
holders to own the pipeline company. It is 
proposed for this pipeline company, as a com- 
mon carrier, to be under all the regulations 
which all other pipeline companies would be, 
as regards its taking the oil of the Texas 
Coinpany.

Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Jan. 12, 1917. 

A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, for the week show a heavy decline in 
the number of finished wells and dry holes, 
while in production there is a nice increase, 
and one more gas well than the previous week. 
Yhis is practically the first week of opera- 
tions after the New Year, and the opening of 
the new year, despite the work of the ltirst 
week, finds the oil industry in a prosperous 
condition, and while there is a natural de- 
cline in finished work in many sections, due 
to weather and road conditions, the opening 
ot spring promises to furnish more real ac- 
tivity than has been in evidence for many 
years. 

In the fields of the Pennsylvania grade oils 
work has continued along regardless of the 
wintry weather, and the drill has brought 
forth a few geod wells. Wildcatting is not 
as much of a feature in the hills of Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Southeastern Ohio 
as might be expected, but it is predicted by 
some of the older operators that the lower 
southwest counties of West Virginia will re- 
ceive a more thorough testing than has ever 
been planned before during the coming sum- 
mer it the market conditions remain firm, and 
with the market of the high grade product 
advancing at such a rapid clip, it looks as 
though it will be maintained for some time to 
come, 

The only thing that will break the market is 
the opening of some phenomenal producing 
tield like that of a year or so ago at Cushing, 
Okia. There is some danger of something of 
the kind coming trom Wyoming, but it will 
take a year to put that fleld in shape so that 
the output can be marketed, as it takes a 
long time to construct pipeline facilities to 
handie the product in that mountainous coun- 
try. ‘In the other fields of the high grade 
ciass, such as Northwestern Ohio, Indiana, 
lilincis and Kentucky, there is still in the 
three first named fields an abundance of light 
producing territory to drill, and it will be 
drilled the coming summer if prices remain 
stationary, for even small wells will pay at 
prevailing prices of crude at the wells. In- 
diana has more undeveloped territory than 
either Northwestern Ohio or Illinois, as the 
whole south halt of the State looks favorable for 
oil, to say nothing of the thousands of loca- 
tions yet remaining to be drilled in the older 
tields of Irdiana. There is much virgin oil 
territory between Indianapolis and the Ohio 
River yet to test out, and the topography of 
that section of the State is an ideal one for 
oil fields With the oils from these three 
States at the highest price known since oil 
was discovered in them, there is no reason 
why this still good looking territory will not 
be tested out. Kentucky is now very prosper- 
vus and will have a large number of test wells 
drilled during the year, and the same applies 
to Tennessee. During the past week a report 
trom Glen Mary, in Scott county, Tennessee, 
is that a good looking well has been drilled 
by the Russells, but the capacity of the well 
is yet unknown, as the field has no pipeline 
facilities to handle the product, 

The steady and continued increase in the de- 
mand tor the products of high grade crude 
will make it necessary to find something in the 
way of new production, as the finished wells in 
the old districts do not keep up with the decline 
in old production. Efforts during the past 
year in wildcatting have not been productive 
of material results in the high grade fields. 
However, those familiar with the conditions in 
the high grade field feel confident that at 
some place and some time now pools of consider- 
able extent will be found in the districts that 
have been merely scratched with the drill. 
With the market conditions as they are, it is 
difficult to estimate to what extent development 
work will be carried this season. The oil well 
supply houses report the past year as one of 
the best in the history of the business, and it 
is a safe prediction that the present year will 
surpass last year in new work in fields, 
Contrary to the general rule, the large gas 
companies operating in the West Virginia field 
have failed to unearth the usual oil pool while 
in the search for gas. The majority of the 
pools in the West Virginia flelds were devel- 
oped by the gas companies, but the past year 
they failed to develop any of consequence, and 
in tact, did not find a very satisfactory supply 
of gas. 

While the fields west of the Mississippi River 
attract considerable attention, the fact remains 
that the product of the high grade flelds on 
the east side of the river is the most impor- 
tant factor in the industry. 


From All Over Olildom. 


The Oil Fork Development Company, com- 
posed of Pittsburgh capitalists, have secured 
leases on about 15,000 acres in Cumberland 
county, ‘Kentucky, and will soon start test 
work there. This county some years ago pro- 
duced oil, but after the price went to a low 
figure for oil the wells were abandoned, 

The Green River Oil Company of Winchester, 


Ky.. with a capital of $100,000, has been in- 
corporated by B. E, Loomis, Lucian Becker, 
. T. Lisle, F. A. Chittumand and H. C. 
Nunnelly.

Kentucky Fields, 


The Kentucky fields promise to boom this 
year, but may deteriorate rapidly unless some 
new pools are found outside of the Estill and 
Allen county developments. Both of these 
counties are remarkable ones, and the shallow 
territory shows most remarkable staying quali- 
ties. In fact, some of the wells in both coun- 
ties are doing as much as they were @ year 
ago, but when all wells are connected with the 
pipelines and produce to capacity, there is like- 
ly to be a decline in the production.

Big Oil Land Deal. 


The United States Petroleum Company, a 
new corporation with Capt. William Mattson,

Kentucky-Tennessee, 


Barbourville, Ky., Jan. 10, 1917. 

In the week's returns of completed work are 
some strikes of great importance. The Ten- 
nessee field came to the front this week with 
what is regarded as the best well yet drilled 
in either State when a strike in the Glen 
Mary pool, Scott county, came in with a daily 
production of 1,000 barrela, This well was 
drilled on the Todd lease by Lima opéfators, 
Oil was found at a depth of 800 feet. The 
lo¢ation is about one mile distant from the 
two medium-sized wells drilled late last yéar 
at Glen Mary. Only four feet of sand was 
entered by the drill and a yield of 800 Bar- 
rels was made within eighteen hours The 
new venture is the third drilled in the lower 
emd of Scott county, the two, former . tests 
making 20 barrels each ‘The three strikes 
indicate a pool of considerablé extent, and 
operators from all over the country are flock- 
ing in, with leases commanding large bonuses, 






All. the territory in lower Scott county was 
pretty well leased over when the first two 
Strikes wére made, and now the newcomers 
are extending their lease-taking efforts in all 
directions, ‘A iarge block of territory extend- 
ing into Morgan county, on the south, has 
been taken up with advance leasing operations 
extending into Scott, Fentriss and Overton 
counties, After a year’s desultory work in 
Northern Tennessee, failure following failure, 
it now looks like Tennessee is to be reckon 
with in petroleum production. Within the 
next thirty or sixty days a large number of 
new wells will be drilled, and the worth of 
the new field will soon be determined. Center 
of the new operations is about ten miles south 
of the old Oneida pool, which was a failure, 
eighteen dry holes being drilled in efforts to 
extend production. The Wayne county dis- 
tricts of Kentucky are about twenty miles due 
north of the Glen Mary district. Pickett, 
Fentriss and Overton counties, Tennessee, dur- 
ing the past fiften years have shown oil in 
profitable quantities, but since the failure of 
the old Bob’s Bar district of Fentriss county 
no commercial production has been developed. 

In Kentucky some excellent strikes appear 
in this week’s returns, a number of note- 
worthy strikes being made apart from the de- 
fined areas. One of the important strikes was 
a well of 16 barrels’ capacity in Whitley 
county, five miles north of the Williamsburg 
production and toward the Knox county line. 
Oil was found at 800 feet. This strike is bet- . 
ter than the average of wells drilled around 
Williamsburg. Two previous tests slightly be- 
yond production were completed last month, 
one being a §-barrel pumper and another a 
failure. Advance drilling has extended toward 
the Indian Creek district of Knox county, 
and half a dozen wells will be drilling along 
the Knox-Whitley line within another month. 
Operators regard that territory as especially 
attractive, 

A new strike in Wolfe county, some distance 
ahead of the old Campton deep sand pool, 
started out at 75 barrels. ‘The location is be- 
tweeh the Campton pool and the shallow sand 
Estill county field. Half a dozen new rigs 
are up this week, With several dozen new oper- 
ators going over the field for leases. Indica- 
tions are that the two districts will be con- 
nected. 

jaPge number of new strikes have been 
made‘in the four pools of Wstill county. By 
far the ‘best strike made in that county in 
several weeks was a well of 250 barrels’ ca- 
pacity, drilled om the Ashley jease in the 
Pilot neighborhood.

The remarkable performance of the 
new Station Camp district is attracting wide 
attention. Wells of .100 barrels’ capacity are 
common, several of this size having been 
drilled since the first of the year. Other 


Strikes of the week include five of the United 
Oil Company, making 25, 25, 50 and 75 bar- 
rels, respectively; four drilled by the Root, 
Huff & Duff Oi] Company, making 10, 15, 25 
and 40 barrels, respectively; four drilled by 
W. 8S. Radure, averaging 15 barrels each, and 
ene by Wilson & Nealy yielding 50 barrels. 
The extension of a pipeline to Station Camp 
is stimuiating developments, while the con- 
necting up of outlying leases is proceeding 
with vigor. In the Tipton district local oper- 
aters have erected a 65,000-barrel tank to take 
care of pressing storage demands. 

Returns have been somewhat meager from 
the Allen county field of Lower Kentucky, 
but all reports state that activity is showing 
no wbatement with the beginning of the year, 
about twenty wells now being in course of 
drilling. Three late strikes are reported from 
the Scottsville pool of unknown capacity. In 
Wayne county two new ventures were com- 
pleted, one being dry and another making 10 


barrels. One strike of five barrels’ capacity 
was made in Lawrence county. 

The continued advance in crude oil has 
brought in dozens of new operators, with new 
driiling operations extending into many coun- 
tie®, the possibilities of which are unknown, 
‘Local men have organized the Red Bird Oil

There has been a steady increase in drilling 
operations during the past month and new 
locations are being made in all parts of the 
fiel@ which give promise of still greater ac- 
tivity. The daily average production of the 
week showed an increase of 490 barrels over 
that of the previous week, the total production 
amounting to 24,655 tarrels daily, of which 


14,540 barrels was produced in De Soto and 
Red River and 10,115 barrels in Caddo and 
Northeastcrn Texas. The new production for 


the week amounted to 350 barrels. 

Two completions were made in the old Caddo 
field, the Gulf Refining Company getting a 
100-barrel well in Ferry Lake No. 62, section 
24-20-16, in the 2,200-foot sand, and the State 
On and Gas Company a 25-barrel well in 
Rogers Ne. 42, section 13-21-16, in the shallow 
sand near Lewis. The Gulf Refining Company 
completed a 150-barrel well in Willlams E-1, 
section 32-13-11, in the Grand Bayou district, 
in De Soto parish, and also a 75-barrel well 
in Kennedy No. 17, section 23-13-11, in the oid 
Abington district, Red River parish. A deep 
test made in the territory north of the Crichton 
district, where several chalk rock wells have 
been brought in, resulted in a dry hole at 
2,706 feet, the well being drilled by O. Kinney 
et . on the Westdale plantation in section 
22-14-11, 


6,000,000-Foot Gas Well Brought In 


An important feature of the week’s develop- 
ment was the completion of a 6,000,000-foot 
gas well on the Smith lease, tweive and a 


half miles north of Monroe, la., by the 
Ouachita Natural Gas and Oil Company. 
This is the third gas well completed in this 


locality and operators are intensely interested 
in the territory as a possible oil field. A loca- 
tion has Leen made by the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany in Richland parish, adjoining this devel- 
opinent, on the Burrows Land Company lease 
in section 24-15-4, which has greatly increased 
interest in the surrounding territory and will 
probably lead to further operations, as thou- 


sands of acres have been leased for drilling 
purposes, 

The rapid advance in the price of: oil has 
already resulted in a noticeable increase in 
activity, especially in the Caddo field. The 


Gulf Refining Company has five new locations 
on the Ferry Lake lease, on which there are 
alrealy four wells drilling and eight building 
derricks. The State Oil and Gas Company has 
two new derricks up on the Rogers lease, near 
lewis, and two more rigging up to drill; the 
Seminole Oil Company has derrick up for 
Green No. 6, section 27-20-16, south of Ferry 
Lake, and in the shallow sand territory be- 
tween Vivian and Hosston; the Lewis Drilling 
Company is rigging up to drill No. 6 Levee 


Board, section 23-22-15, and the Menjoy Oil 
Company has derrick up for No. 3 Land, in 
section 22-22-15. 


New Pool Opened. 
Two miles east of Mooringsport a new pool 


was recently opened up by the Peerless Oil 
Company and two more wells are now being 
drilled in this territory, one by the Gulf Re- 


fining Company on the J. H. Harris lease and 
one by the Peerless Oil Company on the Ham- 
mett lease, both in section 29-20-15. Another 
interesting test is being made two miles east 
of Oj] City, where the Penn-Wyo Vil Company 
is down 900 feet in Muslow No. 1, section 3- 
20-15. Three miles east of Vivian the Lucky 
Strike Oil Company is bailing 6-inch casing in 
Evans No. 1, section 28-22-15, in the shallow 
sand at 950 feet, An unusual amount of drill- 
ing is in progress in the vicinity of Lewis, 
where wells are being drilled by the Louisiana 
Petrcleum Company, the Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany, the Vivian Oj1 Company and the State 
Oil Company, 

In Red River parish two new locations were 
made in the Grand Bayou district on the Sam- 
ple lease and one on the Hicks, and a number 
of new wells are being started in the old 
Crichton and Amington districts, which have 
been almost deserted for the past six months. 
The Gulf Refining Company has derricks up 
for Christopher No. 7, section 16-13-10, and 
Marston No. 28, in section 14-13-11, and is rig- 
ring up to drill! Natalie A-21, section 19-13-10, 
and down 300 feet in Kennedy No, 18, section 
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23-13-11. The completion of a producing well 
on the Jenkins lease in section 11-12-11, three 
miles south of Gusher Bend, is an encouraging 
feature of operations in this territory and will 
probably increase activity here, as it is con- 
sidered an important extension of the field. 

The Phoenix Qil Company and the Urio.e 
Oil Company have taken over the Logansport 
Oil Company holdings, and the Oriole Oil 
Company is drilling Nash No, 1, section 24- 
2-16, at 800 feet; the Phoenix Oil Company 
is driliing Stephens No. 2, section 12-11-16, 
at 2,000 feet and is rigging up to drilh Gan- 
non No, 1 in the same section. The Semi- 
nole Oil Company has set 6-inch casing in 
the Peyton-Courtney well, seven miles north of 
Spider, in section 31-13-14, and will soon be 
ready to drill! in, 

In the Bethany district the Gulf Production 
Company has completed the Jernigan well, 
taken over from the Palmetto Oil Company, 
and is confident it will make a fifteen or 
twenty-barrel pumper, as it is showing up bet- 
ter than the discovery well of this territory, 
2,500 feet east of it. Tha Bethany Oil Com- 
pany is drilling out plug in the Sol Jernigan 
well, a mile and a half south of the Pal- 
metto’s first well, and is getting ready to drill 
below the 6-inch casing. Wolf & Keen are 
drilling at 1,850 feet in the Jehu Jernigan well 
and the Producers’ Oil Company is down 3,150 
feet in the deep test on the Furrh lease. 


South of Shreveport, 
South of Shreveport there is considerable 


activity in both the Harts Island and Elm 
Grove districts, in both of which enormous gas 


fields have been developed wut no oi! of any 
consequence. The Producers’ Oil Company is 
drilling Leonard No. 1 at 1,500 feet and is 
drilling in in Deai No, 1; the Arkansas Nat- 
ural Gas Company has set 8-ifth casing in 
Wilson No. 53; the Southwestern Gas and 
Electric Company has set 6-inch casing in 


Lerry Fee No. 164, the Louisiana Gas and Fuel 
Company in Burkett No, 1, and the Standard 
Oil Company in Mattie Meyer No. 2, and the 
Atias Oil Company drilled to 2,750 feet in a 
test on the Country Home Association well, 
and has gone into the salt water. ,. 

In the Black Lake district, south of the Red 
River field, a weh is being drilled by the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company on the Griggesby lease in 
section 9-1-6, which has added greatly to in- 
terest in this territory and is likely to start 
considerable work in this territory as well as 








to encourage the completion of wells already 
started.

The acquisition of so much new territory by 
the large oll companies in California presages 
exceptionally active work in the coast flelds 
during 1917, as much or more than any other 
indication. Land that has been considered 
old and worn out and land that up until this 
time would have been considered a rash in- 
vestment for any oil operator is being looked 
upon now with greedy and anxious eyes by 
some of the largest com) ies. 

As evidenced by late land transactions, Sec- 
retary Daniels is not the only person who 
realizes what the future holds forth to the 
large oil producer. 

The late purchase of the Bear Creek and 
Mammoth Oil companies by the Standard is 
the best indication that the price of crude oil 
is not likely to decline in the near future. 
In fact, dollar oil seems practically assured 
this year west of the Rockies, 

The Standard is not the only company by far 
that is practicing this expansion policy. The 
Associated 1s giving many efforts to locating 
new territory in the Kern River flats, and is 
at present in that locality testing a deep pros- 
pective sand. ‘The Dutch Shell Company is 
establishing a large foothold in Ventura coun. 
ty which probably holds forth more hope for 
new ftields than any other county in the State, 
E. L. Doheny, perhaps the largest individual 
operator in the United States, has within the 
las: few months invested hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in unproven but prospective 
oil lands in or adjacent to already proven 
fields. A notable example is in the Midway- 
MeKittrick fields, where he has acquired al- 
mest four sections of land on the northeast 
front of the Midway field, and at the present 
time has four or five strings of tools at work 
proving his vast’ holdings in this section. 

Many hold the belief that the potential ca- 
pacity of the California oil fields is unlimited, 
but with all the likely territory in California 
carefully gohe over by geologists in the past 
year of attempted expansion, and no new ter- 
ritory worthy of mention unearthed, this be- 
lief may well be changed. The demand will 
undoubtedly increase, but the source of supply 
is questionable. There is absolutely no doubt, 
however, but that 1917 holds forth more prom- 
ise for prosperity in the oil) industry in Cali- 
fornia than has ever been the case previous 
to this time. 


Valley Active. 


In the San Joaquin Valley section, especially 
in the North McKittrick, Lost Hills and Bel- 
ridge fields, many new wells are being drilled. 

On the property formerly known as the Bel- 
gian Oil Company lease, a few miles south- 
east of McKittrick, on section 34-30-22, the 
Combined Oil Company is pushing work rap- 
idjy. The drilling of well No. 3 has been 
started, and it is the announced intention of 
the operators to put down at least a dozen 
more wells. The lease produces heavy petro- 
leum, 

The Nevada, which recently took over the 
lease of the U. 8S. Oil and Mining Company in 
6-30-22, on the North McKittrick front, is 
drilling a new well. The conditions in this 
territory being considered very favorable, other 
operating concerns in the section having met 
with gratifying success, the Nevada proposes 
to drill from ten to fifteen new wells on the 
property. When the U, 8S. Oil Company drilled 
a well about two years ago a heavy flow of 
gas was encountered, the result being damage 
to the rig. This flow of gas finally subsided. 

In the North Belridge district, eight miles 
or more northwest of the Belridge Oil Com- 
pany, on section 36-27-20, the Union is drilling 
well No. 1, The Union has long been promi- 
nent in development work in the SBelridge- 
Lost Hills district, and has strong hopes of 
good results in the North Belridge field. 

The Belridge, on section 36-27-20, is deepen- 
ing No, 4. This company has been one of 
the most active in the field during the year, 
bringing in some good producers and redrilling 
a number of wells with satisfactory results 
in a majority of cases. 

The K. T. & O., which recently materially 
increased the equipment of its station on the 
Davis lease, section 11-30-21, has added several 
immense tanks to the tank farm on the lease. 
The company expects to have another good 
producing well in the latest completion. 


Big Well in South, 
The Standard Oil Company opened the new 


year program with one of the biggest wells 
ever brought in in the Fullerton fields. On 
January 2 the Standard completed well No. 25 
on the Murphy lease, and when allowed to 
flow the well made 8,500 barrels of 32 gravity 
oil the first day. The wel] has settled down 
to a daily average production of 7,000 barrels, 
and is regarded by experts as a big surprise. 
Inasmuch as a number of large wells have 
recently been opened up on the Murphy lease, 
and consequently so much gas had been re- 
leazed, it was thought the chances for bring- 
ing in such a large well were very small, 
The big well was finished at a depth of 3,950 
feet and represents but four months’ labor. 

The Amalgamated Oil Company, operating 
in the Bast Coyote section of the Fullerton 
fields, started the new year under very prom- 
ising conditions. The company added three 
Pp ucing wells to its production department, 
made a location for a new well and plans to 
operate seven strings of tools during the com- 
ing year. The Amalgamated finished Hualde 
No. 8 at a depth of 3,440, put the well on the 
pump and report a producer of 700 barrets. 
Well No, 23 has been finished at a depth of 
3,500 and is making 300 barrels. On its Ana- 
heim Union lease the Amalgamated is com- 
pleting No. 4. It is expected this well will 
do 500 barrels. Besides these producers just 
finished, the Amalgamated is cleaning out 
and redrilling Huaide No. 9%, shutting off 
water at No and No. 26 is drilling at 
2.940. On the Union lease the company has 
No, 30 down 3,024, and has made a location 
for well No. 41. 

The Birch Oil Company is continuing the 
drilling of the deep well No. 10, and are down 
around the 4,260 mark. No. 11 is drilling at 
approximately 1,025. No. 13 is also getting 
deep drilling at 2,300 feet. A new grade has 
been made for well No. 15. For the acreage 
possessed by any company in the Brea canyon 
district the Birch drills proportionately more 
wells than any other company. The Birch 
Company is planning to keep four strings of 
tools running during the coming year. 

The year just closed saw great and ex- 
tensive develcpments in the Brea oil field. Over 
13,000,000 barrels of crude petroleum were pro- 
duced, the average daily production of the 
field was increased to better than 39,000 bar- 
rels and the number of producing wells is 
approximately 675. 


New Work, 


But eight new wells were started last week 
in the California fields, as compared to 
twenty-seven the week previous. Nineteen 
were reported ready for the test of water 
shut off, seven were deepened or redrilled and 
three were abandoned. 

The State Mining Bureau has reviewed the 
year 1916 in its report. During the year 1916 
there were 759 new wells commenced or re- 
ported. The bureau has kept no record of 
wells completed, and probably the actual work 
on some of the wells reported was not prompt- 
ly commenced owing to such obstacles as in- 
creased cost of material and scarcity of labor. 
There was, however, a great increase of work 
over that done during 1916 when only about 
240 wells were completed. 

The witnessing of water shut off, coincident 
with the general field activity, amounted to 
917 cases and constituted the major portion 
of the bureau’s work. Such tests are of ut- 
moet importance in protecting the oil fields, 
and the necessity of their being inspected by 
a disinterested public official is generally rec- 
ognized and demanded. The drilling of a new 
well or the deepening or abandoning of an 
old well demands in every case an investiga- 
tion. The upkeep of an oil property involves 
constant work on some old wells which have 
deteriorated or were not originally completed 
in the best manner. Such deepening and 
redrilling work was proposed by operators on 
528 wells. 

The repairing of old wells, which are said to 
be damaging surrounding property, is a sub- 
ject the importance of which is generally 
recognized and demanded by operators. The 
bureau has the power to compel repair work 
at wells and many owners of such wells are 
wiiling to make repairs without legal com- 
pulsion, but the bureau has scarcely touched 
this branch of the work further than to dem- 
onstrate in a few cases that it is both pos- 
sible and profitable. An enlargement of the 
bureau staff for the coming year will make 
possible more work in this line. 

review of the vear’s work gives ample 
proof that underlying principles of the bu- 
reau’s work are now better understood and ap- 
preciated by the operators than before. With 
absolute co-operation by the operators its work 
will soon be recognized as a necessity.

There has never been a time in the history 
of this field when there was such intense 
activity and so many unusual! events taking 
place as right now. For the past few weeks 
oil men have accustomed themselves to ask 
when they arise in the morning:—‘‘Well, I 
wonder what will happen today?’ And usu- 
ally something happens they had not even 
thought of. But with all of these events it 
is commented that with seven 10-cent ad- 
vances in the crude market the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana has advanced the gaso- 
line market one cent only three times, s0 
that the refiner has suffered an increase of 
60 cents a barrel on his raw product and 
had an advance of only 3 cents on his gaso- 
line product, That was what started all the 
row fifteen months ago, 

There has been a better kerosene market, 
however, as a result of other conditions, and 
fuel oil, as a result of the inability to secure 
the transportation of coal, is commanding 
the highest price in the history of this field. 
In smaller quantities it is selling for Sic. a 
barrel. This is what is helping’ out some of 
the refiners. But the really exciting things 
have little to do with marketing. For in- 
stance, when a man pays $75,009 for a lease 
on 80 acres of land up against a wildcat 
drilling well—well, that is something that 
starts the tongues of the country around to 
wag. Up in advance of the Eldorado field, in 
purely wildcat territory, the Prajrie O!l and 
Gas Company started a well. Someone paid 
$50,000 for an adjoining lease, and the 
Prairie itself is repoted to have offered $75,- 
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000 for a tract nearby. Hoyt and others own 
a tract in the Eldorado field that hag a num- 
ber of shallow sand wells on it. They are 
now drilling a deep sand test. There is not 
a single offset well to this lease. The owners 
hoid about 80,000 acres of leases iy the State 
of Kansas, but almost wholly upon the pos- 
sibilities of this lease on which a deep sand 
test is being drilled it is said, Hoyt has sold 
a half interest in his holdings for §250,000 
cash, 

Cosden paid $1,000,000 for a lease without 
a well on it or very near it. The Prairie paid 
a fortune for a lease down in the @#/ gusta 
pool when it was considerably in advance of 
operations. And these men and companies 
have been making good. It is a wonderful 
game. Yet it is not so surprising when one 
stops to consider that practically 78 per cent, 
of all the wells drilled from month to month 
in this field are successful oil or gas wells. 
We have been pointing out this fact to the 
readers of the Reporter for years and it is 
only now beginnnig to sink in. 

The other day J. B. Jones, formerly of 
Wellsville, N. Y¥., and more recently of Mus- 
kogee, drilled in a wildcat well in 25-19-11, 
southeast of Emporia, Kan. Jones has had 
a hard time carrying a large amount of acre- 
age in this vicinity and at the same time 
drill his well. He offered none of the land 
for sale until_he felt pretty sure he had 
something to Sell. At 1,923 feet he passed 
through a hard cap rock and passed into a 
fine chocolate sand, resembling the Canary 
pool sand, It showed oil. The hole had been 
drilled down dry and without the use of 
casing, in striking contrast with experience 
in the Butler county development, where so 
very much casing is required. Drilling was 
stopped to secure casing. The next day the 
hole caved in 200 feet, yet the oil came 
up through this caving and a quantity of it 
was baled out. Immediately Kansas City, 
Independence and other parties paid $50 an 
acre for offset leases and $15 to $25 an acre 
for other acreage within a short distance. 
Yet there is not a producing welj for miles. 
If you would get into the ofl game these 
days we would suggest that you first rob a 
few national banks or make a raid upon the 
national treasury or some mint. 


As to Refineries. 


Then there are the refineries. Men are go- 
ing crazy about the refining game. Prices 
that would make your head dizzy are being 
paid for refining plants, especially if such 
plants have provisions made for crude, or what 
is still better, own crude of their own. The 
refiner who owns his own production can com- 
mand almost any old price for his plant. It 
is hard to understand the situation, because 
all refineries are not making money and some 
of those that are are making most of their 
profits out of their producing properties. Re- 
fining is really a hard game. Some of those 
that are making big money are doing so be- 
cause they have had big money with which to 
operate. They have millions invested. They 
have been heavily in debt. The writer has 
heard many a refiner in the mid-continent field 
declare:—‘‘I could make big profits, too, if IL 
only had the funds with which to operate; as it 
is I am barely able to keep things going.’’ 
The refining business has no respect for money 
—except to use it. Its demands are inex- 
orable. It may be surprsing to the public to 
know that quite a number of refineries in this 
field are not now and have not for several 
months been making money. The Cosden Com- 
pany paid $12,000,000 for a single producing 
property in the Cushing field. Now it is at 
one fell swoop increasing its refinery capacity 
from 15,000 barrels to 45,000 barrels a day. 
Cosden is Jong-headed. He sees ahead. He 
knows that Cushing has ‘‘shot its wad’’ and 
that it is only a question of time until re- 
finers must again go to mixed crude in this 
field. Mixed crude means a much smaller per- 
centage of gasoline and that means smaller 
profits. He is going to make up for this by 
increasing the volume of his refinery runs. 
Other refineries are doing the same thing on a 
smalier scale. The Standard is getting at it 
through the Burton process. Nearly all re- 
finers are trying out some scheme to the same 
end. Many are putting in pipe stills in order 
to treat a large quantity of of! in a given 
time. The Carter Oil Company is skimming 
about 10 per cent. of gasoline from 40,000 
barrels of crude a day and the skimmed crude 
is then sent to a Burton plant for cracking. 
The Sinclair corporation is no less spectacular 
in its undertaking to lay a pipeline from Au- 
gusta to Fort Madison, lowa, and Chicago and 
erect refineries at Kansas City, and the lat- 
ter places mentioned. That would have been 
sufficient provocation to have sent Sinclair to 
a madhouse a dozen years ago. Time works 
mighty changes. Here we have the refiners tn 
a compact organization, whereas they were a 
warring faction three years ago. Now we have 
the jobbers engaging Clifford Thorne, the noted 
Iowa rate lawyer, as counselor for their asso- 
ciation. Thorne is the man who was engaged 
a few weeks ago with a retainer of $12,500 to 
prosecute a rate claim for the cattle men. 


Enthusiasm Unparalleled, 


The enthusiasm of the oil fields of the Mid- 
die West is without parallel. But what 
could be expected where things happen as 
they are happening in this field. There was 
an immense over-production of crude ag a 
result of Cushing. Almost over night this 
production went off and like a wink of the 
eve the price jumped from 40 cents a bar- 
re] to $1.55 a barrel, Oil that went begging 
for a buyer commanded a premium above 
this quotation of 75 cents a barrel. Then 
suddenly there were 1,400 wells a month be- 
ing drilled. What happened? Why, Kansas, 
bleeding, whimpering, plainsland Kansas, the 
State that wag the butt of every practical oil 
joker when oleaginous matters were under 
discussion, announced that it was coming 
into the game and immediately it raised 
Oklahoma’s ante. It was a joke at first. 
Then it was announced Butler county was 
bringing in 7,000, 8,000 and 10,000-barrel 
wells, and now the State insists that to it 
belongs the credit of the largest well ever 
drilled in the mid-continent field, Then 
came an over-production, again the price 
went off from $1,500 to 90 cents a barrel, It 
does not matter what others may say nor 
what criticism may be offered against the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, there was a 
real over-production again. It was recog- 
nized by others before the Prairie officials 
would admit it. When the price started 
down, drilling began to stop. It will be re- 
called that we stated in this correspondence 
that if 600 or 700 fewer wells a month could 
be drilled the over-production would be of 
very short duration and the price would go 
up again. That many wells were actually cut 
off from the drilling list—and presto, over- 
production ceased, and the Prairie, along 
with others, soon found that it could not get 
enough oil to meet its requirements. But the 
first to feel the shortage were the refiners, 
who began paying larger premiums. They 
were paying 50 and 60 cents a barrel over 
the posted price before the posted market 
moved. Then the Prairie and others began 
shoving up the price and in a few weeks it 
has shot from 90 cents to $1.60, and some 
agencies are paying an open price of $1.70. 
Coulé anything be more spectacular than 
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these sudden recessions and rushes, and in- 
dependent companies and Standard agencies 


vieing with each other in advancing the 
crude market? Could anything be more 
spectacular than an independent refinery 


concern jumping out in the opening and an- 
nouncing that it war making its own market 
for refined products?

In Butler County. 


has taken place in 
months ago there was 
no oil field beyond the flint hills. Remem- 
ber how many times we used the expres- 
sion in this correspondence that “some day 
more oil would be produced west of the flint 
hills than had ever been produced east of 
them.’ We used that expression until some- 
times we feared the readers of this paper 
would think we had gone daft on the sub- 
ject. It was a wild guess at that time, but 
born of conviction, Well, today Augusta Is 
a typical oil field, At least that part of it 
just northwest of the town is almost with- 
out a parallel. The derricks are “thick as 
hops.”” And men are spending money for 
acreage and production in thig fleld as they 
never before spent in any other field. Just 
thnik of it, $1,000,000 for a quarter section 
Without a well started even and without a 
single offset. Today Kansas has a potential 
production of around 100,009 barrels, and 
80,000 or more of it is in Butler county, all 
beyond the flint hills. Indeed, it is just pos- 
sible if the facts could be ascertained that 
Twtler county alone has a _ production of 
100,000 barrels a day. 

Now the price of crude is up again in the 
mid-continent region. The present market of 
$1.70 a barrel is the highest record yet. It 
is going higher without doubt. It will not be 
surprising if it goes to $2. But the convic- 
tion is that it will not long remain up there. 
As fast as possible drilling operations will be 
increased. And it is inevitable that new pools 
will be found and more oil will be put on top 
of the ground, and the shortage will be over- 
come. ‘Then the price will recede again. It 
is almost as sure as—that more oil would be 
produced west of the flint hills than east. Al- 
ready it is conceded they have a new pool at 
Garber. Blackwell has scarcely started. But. 
ler county has hundreds, if not thousands, of 
acres yet to drill. Then there is the Osage. 
There will be too much oil again before the 
present year comes to a close. And when that 
time comes the price will recede again. It is 
a: significant fact that with all the demand 
for erude this year and the vast amount used 
by refineries the amount of oil in storage in 
this held was reduced only about 2,000,000 bar- 
rels. It is the opinion of the writer that this 
field will be able to meet the demand for a 
long time yet. to come; it will simply be @ 
matter of starting and stopping the drill, with 
low prices and high prices, as the case may 
be, with respect to the starting and stopping. 
It is our opinion that the market is abso- 
lutely governed in. this field by the law of 
supply and demand, and that this has been 
proved over and over again. If there ever 
was a time when the Prairie Oil and Gas 
CGompany could manipulate and control the 
crude market that time passed when the inde- 
pendent movement reached the stage that it 
used more oil than the Prairie, which has 
been the case for a long while. 


Great Activity in Kansas, 


Drillling operations in Kansas exceeded the 
fondest expectations of those who held their 
faith to the Sunflower State during the long 
period when every one else rushed off to 
Oklahoma, Kansas now boasts of the largest 
well ever drilied in the mid-continent field. 
The Butler county fleld is as typical an oil 
field as Cushing ever thought of being, and 
when it is as old as Cushing it will undoubt- 
edly have as many refineries and occupy as 
important a position. ‘The oil is almost as 
good a grade as Cushing. There are almost 
as many sands and the future for it is very 
promising. The field itself has all the ap- 
pearance of wider range than (Cushing. The 
fence of derricks northwest of Augusta car- 
ries the mind of the old-timer back to the 
days of Red Hot and Triumph Hill and other 
picturesque pools in Pennsylvania. There is 
considerable water at Augusta, but it does not 
seem to be holding back production. It will 
be recalled that in some Eastern fields there 
has always been a great deal of water, and 
yet the wells with water in hold up longest. 
This may prove true of Augusta, but at any 
rate water does not seem to scare the producer 
very much, at least he is not scared so much 
that he is afraid to put his money in in great 
quantities. Good wells continue to be brought 
in, but in larger numbers, 

A thought that impresses a visitor to But- 
ler county most as he drives over the field is 
the vast holdings of the Doherty syndicate. 
It would seem that Providence had: guided the 
hand of this organization. The | ire Gas 
and Fuel Company, the Continental Oil and 
Gas Campany and the Wichita Natural Gas 
Company have section after section of what 
appears to be solid producing territory.

In the same section it 
has abandoned its test on the Nixon farm and 
also its No. 5 test on the Carter farm. The 
Cosden Oi] and Gas Company’s No. 3 on the 
Beck farm in_ 3-28-4 is a 500-barrel producer, 
The Sinclair Oil and Gas Company’s No. 5 on 
the Penley farm in 21-27-4 is making 200 bar- 
rels a day. These wells are so close together 
it would not seem they can long keep up on 
high pressure. The derricks are so close to- 
gether a person could jump from one to the 
other in many instances, However, the fact is 
pointed out that over in the Churchyard pool, 
where wells have been producing for months 
and where the derricks almost touch, the pro- 
duction is holding up with remarkable tenacity. 
Qonditions are so much different here than 
they lave usually been in other fields that it 
is impossible to say this or that and be able 
to hold the point. 

In this end of the pool It is stated the Em- 
pire Oil and Gas Company has a production of 
26,000 barrels a day; the McMan bit Company, 
13,000 barrels a day; J. W. Gilliland, 3,000 
barrels a day; Hoyt and others, 500 barrels a 
day; Leonard and associates, 600 barrels a day;

Tests are now being drilled to the southeast 
and the southwest end of the Augusta field, an 
much importance Is attached to them. Some 
believe the pool will not go further south 
Others believe it will go to the southeast. It 
is anybody’s guess. In spite of the early ex- 
pectations there is a pretty strong possibility 
of the field extending further east than at 
present. 

Up in the Eldorado part of the field there 
1s a general tendency to push the field east 
toward the north part of town. There is a 
long string of wells lining both sides of the 
public highway. Then there ig another ten- 
dency from the east end of this line toward 
the north end of the pool, where Derby and 
others recently sold a property for $2,000,000. 
Wells that were supposed to be in dry ter- 
1itory when they were drilled have since been 
put on the beam and are showing for oil, again 
apparently proving the assertion that oil is 
migratory where the sand Is connected and 
regular and after vents have been made in the 
formation, 

Hoyt and others are drilling a deep test on 
the Hill lease that promises to be an important 
venture. It has already gone through two gas 
formations, which were mudded off and which 
will later be drilled for fuel for drilling pur- 
poses in that part of the field, These gas 
sands were good for 8,000,000 and 10,000,005 
feet each, If this well should turn out to be a 
big producer there is no deubt but it will start 
a large amount of drilling in that part of the 
field, as there is acreage that it would prove 
up. The Cosden Oil and Gas Company has 
purchased five acres im the southwest corner 
of this tract along the road and about 600 feet 
from a well, starting oft at 1,000 barrels a day. 
The company will drill at once. It is said the 
company paid $15,000 for this tract. The pos- 
sibilities of the field toward Potwin to the 
northwest are vnlimited. 

The Forest Oi] Company has a 200-barrel well 
in its No, 3 test on the Dobbins farm in 4-26- 
fh. In 5-26-5 the Sinclair Oil and Gas Company 
on the Linn farm has completed Nos. 30 and 32 
for 250 barrels each. The Empire Gas and 
Fuel Company's No. 22 on the Howe farm in 
section 5 is a 250-barrel producer. The same 
company’s No. 31 on the Marsh farm is mak- 
ing 150 barrels, and No. 32 is a 100-barrel pro- 
ducer. There is little doubt in the minds of 
those familiar with conditions that if it were 
necessary the Doherty interests cauld rush to 
completions enough wells to produce 125,000 
and possibly 150,000 barrels of oil a day in 
Butler county. They have only drilled where 
it seemed to be necessary and they have 
proved up hundreds of acres. . , 

There is much interest in operations in Cow- 
ley county now, and there is a feeling that 
eventually Cowley county will be quite as im- 
portant a county as any of the border counties 
of Kansas in oil matters. The test known as 
the Peacock well east of Winfield and located 
in 36-32-4 is supposed to be good for about 300 
barrels a day It was drilled by the Empire 
Gas aud Fuel Company. It seems to illustrate 





again the adage that ‘‘them that has gits.’’ 
When the sand was encountered, it sh t a 
stream of oil over the top of the derrick. The 


well is 1,440 feet deep and is about two and a 
half iniles out of Winfield and has the appear 
ance of being the beginning of another pool. 
There is no doubt from the many tests drilled 
and the showing that has been encountered, 
one of these days Winfield will be the center of 
another oil development, :

found, Operators in this county, however, seem 
to be satisfied with their investments, as few 
of them ever sell, and it is a rare thing that 
any one having once started operating in Chau- 
tauqua county ever leaves it. Denman Bros. 
have a new well on the Gregg farm west of 
Sedan in 21-33-11, which is making 25 barrels 
a day. The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has 
dritled a test on the W. 8S. Key farm in 23- 
34-11, which is good for 40 barrels a day. 
West & Hazlett have a 25-barrel well on the 
W. M. Inge farm in 3-32-12. There are quite 
a number of wildcat ventures drilling in va- 
rious parts of Chautauqua county. 





Some ex- 
cellent wells are being found down in the El- 
gin pool. 

In Montgomery county the usual number of 
drilling machines are in operation, but only 
small wells are being found. It is surprising 
how many operators from Oklahoma are taking 
acreage in this county in spite of the fact that 
the wells do not come in large. It is the 
staying quality of the territory that attracts 
them. Thousands of acres have been taken 
under lease the last few months, Producing 
properties on which wells do not average over 
a barrel and a half a day are commanding 
$1,200 to $1,500 per barrel. The entire north- 
west corner of the county is now under lease 
and a number of test wells will soon be drilled, 
The Sunflower Oil Company has a 26-barrel 
well on the Cox farm in 21-34-15, and the 
Trimble Oil Company has a well of like caliber 
in 15-34-15. The Dorothea Oil Company on the 
Friedline farm in 22-35-14 Wayside pool has a 
40-barrel producer, 

Several wells are starting over in Elk 
county. There are 15 drilling rigs in opera- 
tion in Elk county, in the vicinity of Fre- 
donia. This territory was once pretty well 
drilled over for gas. It is believed that next 
to these big gas wells will yet be found a 


good oil pool. Some evidences of oil have 
been found, 
Over-in Labette county, in what is known 


as the Mound Valley field, there is a lot of 
interest just now in the development of a 
600-foot sand, Wells are starting off at from 
10 to 300 barrels a day. The Sperry Oil and 
Gas Company, which is a subsidiary of the 
Muskogee Refining Company, has just paid 
$150,000 for acreage and production in this 
pool. The Sonora Oil Company, in 13-32-18, 
has just drilled a well in a 720-foot sand. 
The Sperry Oil and Gas Company has a 100- 
barrel wéll on the Peters farm in 8-32-17. 

There is considerable interest at Eureka, 
where several wells have been drilled which 
showed for fair producers, 

Up at Baldwin a gas well of some impor- 


tance has been drilled on the E, C. Hasen 
farm, six miles out in the country. 
The Smoky Oll and Gas Company reports 


that it had a showing of oil in its test in 
3-18-6, near Hutchinson. 

Down in Sumner county five wells are 
drilling in the following sections:—29-32-1,

The 
importance of this well rests in the fact that 
it is producing from a sand encountered at 
2,000 feet.

140 barrels a day; Gries & Billingslea on the 
Williams farm in 82-17-13 have a gusher that 
is making flows regularly and is good for at 
least 200 barrels a day, New wells are start- 
ing every day, and the prospects are there 
will be no diminution this winter. 

There is more interest at the present time, 
probably, in the Broken Arrow district be- 
cause of the uncertainty of the territory and 
the large area yet to be tested.

This fact secms to bear out the theory of tthe 
writer that if there is a general bed of sand 
pregnant with oll at some given point, test 
holes form a vent and start a movement of this 
oi! so that in time even the territory that was 
drillei and found to be dry may become oil 
producing because of the migration of the 
fluid as a result of changed conditioas through 
these vent holes. 

North of Broken Arrow Webster and others 
have finished their fourth well on the Lester 
farm in 32-18-15, and it is making 600 bar- 
rels a day. S, T. Mallory reports his well on 
the Nettie Cole in the same section as good for 
100 barrels a day. The Bearman well on the 
Horn farm in 23-18-14 is a 15-barrel well, 
and the Edgar Oil Company’s test on the Wil- 
son farm in 33-18-15 is about the same caliber, 
while the B. O. Smith test on the Nettie Cole 
farm in 32-18-12 is a failure, and the Laurel 
Oil and Gas Company's No. 5 on the McHenry 
farm in 29-18-15 is almost a failure, being 
good for only about five barrels.

MASTER HOUSE PAINTERS 
OF BAY STATE MEET 


Three-Day Session at Boston of 26th 
Annual Convention — Important 
Reports Presented—Exhibit a 
Feature of Program. 


Boston, Jan. 12, 1917. 


From point of attendance, the charac- 
ter of the business tramsacted and the 
exhibition feature, the twenty-sixth an- 
nual convention of the Society of Master 
House Painters and Decorators of Massa- 
chusetts, held at Horticultural Hall on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday of 
this week, was the most successful ever 
held by this flourishing organization. 

The exhibition made by dealers and 
manufacturers occupied the entire space 
ordinarily used for floral displays, there 
being about fifty exhibitors, all of whom 
reporte dthat their sales had far exceed- 
ed their anticipations and had reached 
greater volume than in any preceding 
year. Before the close of the convention 
many of these exhibitors had signed up 
contracts for the same space next year. 


First Day’s Business. 


The most important feature of the first 
day was a report on fire hazard laws as 
applied to paint shops in Boston and 
the Metropolitan district, giving in some 
detail the provisions of the new require- 
ments and showing how the committee 
had been able to abate some of the pro- 
posed regulations which had been so 
drastic that if enforced they would have 
practically wiped out almost all the paint- 
ers and retail paint dealers in the city. 
By submitting reasonable regulations the 
committee had secured consent to their 
adoption in place of those at first pro- 
posed. 

On Wednesday morning the convention 
went into executive session to consider 
the report of the Color Test Committee, 


all but members being excluded from 
the room. Last May, 26 panels had been 
painted with various makes of shutter 


or blind greens, bought on the open mar- 
ket, and these had been exposed to sun- 
light and the weather until the begin- 
ning of this year. These panels were 
shown in comparison with slats painted 
with the same colors and kept indoors 
and away from the strong light. The 
change in color, especially the loss of the 
yellow constituent in many of the sam- 
ples, was very noticeable. The exposure 
test will be continued for another year. 


Trade Education. 


Wednesday afternoon was a public ses- 
sion devoted to industrial or trade edu- 
cation. Addresses were delivered by Dr. 
Payson Smith, State Commissioner of 
Education: Robert O. Small, Deputy 
Commissioner of Education, who has 
special charge of industrial schools: Dr. 
D. Louis Ireton, who exhibited lantern 
slides showing the work done by students 
in the Boardman Apprentice Shops at 
New Haven. Conn., and the State Trade 
School at Bridgeport, Conn. Henry B. 
Kelley, chairman of the society’s Com- 
mittee on Trade Schools also spoke on 
the subject. 

“The Value of Beauty as a Business 
Asset’’ was the subject of an important 
paper read by Henry B. Kelley on Thurs- 
day morning, in which he gave an inter- 
esting resume of the part the great dec- 
orative painters of the past had played 
in the development of civilization. 


“Use More Paint.” 


An address in which he touched on the 
advertising campaign which the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association proposes un- 
dertaking to induce the public to use 
more paint, was given by A. H. McGhan, 
secretary of the International Associa- 
tion of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators of Washington, D. C. He spoke 
of the value which this movement would 
have for the painting trade. He also 
touched upon cost accounting, especially 
as this had to do with the matter of 
overhead expenses. 

Lead poisoning came up for considera- 
tion and it was shown that under present 
conditions in the painting trade the dan- 
ger of this had been reduced to a mini- 
mum,

Bureau of Standards to Issue Trea- 
tise on Paints Following Years 





of Tests. 
Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 
Paint dealers will find much of trade 


comcern in a couple of treatises which 
are now being prepared after years of 
investigation under the direction of P. 
H. Walker, in charge of paint tests at 
the Bureau of Standards. 

The first of these will be out in a 
couple of weeks. It is contained in a clr- 
cular on household materials, where one 
chapter is devoted to paints, from the 
viewpoint of the householder, 

An extensive circular setting forth in 
detail the properties and methods of 
testing paints has been in process of 
preparation for several months and will 
probably not be ready for publication 
until sometime in April. This will be 
the last word on paints from the Bureau 
of Standards viewpoint that will be given 
official approval for probably a year 
when it is hoped that the extensive out- 
door tests of white paint which has been 
carried on in all climates and altitudes 
will have been completed.

EGYPTIAN PINK BOLLWORM DISCOVERED IN 
MEXICAN GOTTONSEED—EMBARGO PLACED 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

There has been a serious invasion of 
the United States and the government 
has cuiled upon oil interests in Texas to 
help exterminate the foe, the Egyptian 
pink bollworm. Four hundred or more 
carloads of cottonseed which entered the 
United States from Mexico last year 
have been traced to oil mills in Texas 
and the operators of these plants have 
been advised by the Federal Horticul- 
tural Board of the advisability of crush- 
ing the Mexican seed as soon as possible 
and of thoroughly cleaning their prem- 
ises to make certain that none of the 
insects survive. 

That this bollworm will not in any way 
injure the product of these oil mills, but 
that there is fear that the worms may 
spread as a blight into the cotton fields 
of the south was stated today by Dr. 
Karl F. Kellerman, assistant chief of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry. He stated 
that there are three principal mills to 
which large shipments of the infected 
seed had been made and that the oper- 
ators are co-operating in every way pos- 
sible with the Federal authorities. 

Since the discovery early in November 
that the Bgyptian pink bollworm had 
been traced by scouting parties to the 
cotton fields of the Laguna district of 
Mexico about 200 miles south of the Texas 
border and was found strongly intrenched 
in a valley from which it was apparently 
a hopeless task to attempt to rout it, 
the Federal Horticultural Board has been 
taking all precautionary steps in Texas 
to make sure that the destructive pest 
has not entered and does not enter this 
country. 

The inspectors of the Department of 
Agriculture so far have not discovered 
infested seed in Texas. A _ quarantine 
against all cottonseed from Mexico was 
placed in effect early in November,

ixpense of Investment. 


The same amount in pounds and gallons 
of raw materials, which formerly repre- 
sented.anm investment of, say, $100,000 on 
the part ofthe manufacturer, today rep- 
resents an investment of $150,000, on a 
conservative. basis. Figuring interest 
charge of 6 per cent. means that for 
eyery $100,000 formerly carried, the eost 
tothe manufacturer was $6,000; today, if 
he has the same number of pounds and 
gallons on hand, his interest charge on a 
Minimum basis is $9000, of an increase in 
interest charge of 6 per cent. Insurance 

arges, too, are increaSed to the same 
extent and for the same reason. 


Cost Increases in Familiar Products. 


I have figured out on a percentage basis 
the increase in costs of several products 
with which you are all familiar, and 
which are typical of the entire business. 
Strictly pure white lead in oil, for ex- 
ample. This consists of 92 per cent. dry 
lead carbonate, ground in 8 per cent. of 
limseéd: oil.’ An increase in cost of 75 
per cent. on 92 pounds dry lead and 60 
per cent. in cost on 8 pounds linseed oil 
makes an average increase in cost on 100 
pounds white lead in oil of 74 per cent. 

Ce Py medium. chrome yellow in oil con- 
sists of, say, 78 pounds dry yellow and 


22 pounds linseed oil to the 100 pounds. 
The increased cost of 130 per cent. on 
the dry yellow and 60 per cent. on the 


oil, makes the increase on 100 pounds C. 
P, yellow in oil 114 per cent. 

S. P. putty formulates on an average 
8 per cent. whiting and 15 per cent. Hn- 
seed oil Eighty-five pounds whiting at 
an increase of 114 per cent. and 15 pounds 
oil at an increase cf 60 per cent , produces 
an increase ing pounds S. P. putty of 
106 per ‘cent. Please bear in mind these 
figures deal with the raw material costs 


only—the pectaes of inereased cost of 
wPbor, pacKageés, etc., not being consld- 
red, 


In order to broaden the scope of the 
information covered by this paper, I have 
obtained some official information from 
five representative manufacturers doing a 
national business. This information, 
which I haye in letter form, states how 
much increase each manufacturer has 
had in his cost on certain products Aug- 
ust 1, 1914, as cOmpared with now, and 
against this shows his increase in selling 
prices. 

These inereases in costs and selling 
prices I have consolidated and arrived at 
an average, which shows as follows:—

When the war started manufacturers 

had on hand a certain amount of raw 


materials bought at old prices. In addi- 
tion to that, most manutacturers had 
More or less raw material coming to 
them on contracts made before the war. 
Jn some cases these supplies carried over 
into 1915 and even into lyl6é—always, how- 
ever, in a diminishing ratio. It is, there- 
fore, apparent that the trade has fre- 
ceived benefit to a very large extent On 
such favorable purchases on the part of 
the manufacturer. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that practically all such favorable 
purchases have been consumed by this 
time, and as we start into the year 1987, 
the paint manufacturer is confronted with 
the cold fact that his margin of profit 
for the year is going to be the differenee 
between current market values for raw 
materials, labor, packages, packing cas@s, 
etc., and the price at which he sells the 
finished product. In order to meet this 
condition and continue to exist, the manw- 
facturer is faced with the absolute neces- 
sity of advancing selling prices to a bagis 
which will cover his increased cost #0 
manufacture, plus a reasonable margin 
of protit on the increase.

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1917. 

The soya bean, which already is one of 
the most important cash crops of Asia 
and which promises to take an important 
place in the agricultural industry of the 
United States, may be utilized in a 
greater number and a greater variety of 
ways than almost any other agricultural 
product, according to officials of the Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, Department of 
Agriculture. The whole beans may be 
utilized for food, as are the seed of other 
legumes, or the oil alone may be con 
sumed, The oil resembles that of cotton- 
seed in many ways, but is of a more pro- 
nounced drying character. In addition to 
ils availability as a food, soya bean oil 
has found important uses in the markets 
of the world for making paints, varnishes, 
soaps, rubber substitutes, linoleum, wa- 
terproof goods and lubricants. It is also 
used in the Orient for lighting and in the 
manufacture of printing ink. 

The use of the meal remaining after 
the o!l is extracted from soya beans has 
become an important factor in several 
European countries during the last few 
years, and to some extent in America, as 
a food of low starch content. Some soya 
beans contain at the most but a slight 
trace of starch, and extensive experiments 
in America and Europe indicate the value 
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| SOYA BEANS USED IN MORE WAYS THAN

of the bean and its products as the basis 
of foods for persons requiring a low 
starch diet. 

The utilization of soya bean meal for 
fertilizing purposes has been confined al- 
most entirely to Asiatic countries. Fol- 
lowing the recent production in the 
Southern States of bean cake and oil 
from American grown beans, however, 
fertilizer manufacturers have taken an 
active interestin the fertilizing possibili- 
ties of the meal. Analyses by the United 
States Department of Agriculture have 
shown that while soya bean meal, like 
cottonseed meal, had a high fertilizing 
value when applied directly, a more eco- 
nomical practice would be to feed the 
meal to stock and apply the resulting 
manure to the Soil. 

In the United States two methods of 
extracting oil from soya beans—the hy- 
draulic and the expeller processes—are 
used by oil mills, the latter producing the 
highest vields. Extensive teSts with do- 
mestic beans indicate that one ton of 
seed will yield by the expeller process an 
average of thirty gallons of oj] and 1,600 
pounds of meal, the difference (about 175 
pounds) representing the loss due to 
cleaning and the evaporation of moisture 
driven off after the beans have been 
crushed and heated.

DIRECTOR OF MELLON INSTITUTE-GIVES Mead Mill 
SOME “CHEMICAL NUTS TO BE CRACKED” 


Dr. Raymond F. Bacon, director of the 
Mellon Institute of Industrial Research 
of Pittsburgh University presented a 
paper on chemical problems before the 
New York section of the Society of 
Chemical Industry at Rumford Hall in 
the Chemists’ Club at its recent meet- 
ing. 

The following are a few of the prob- 
lems he mentioned as in urgent need of 
solution :— 

Thousands of tons of arsenic and hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of sulphur 
may be separated from the gases of 
copper amd lead smelting works. Uses 
for this vast quantity of these products 
is wanted. 

In the brass industry great quantities 
of zine are lost in the fumes, A method 
of recovering this is needed. 

Calcium, which is the metal of which 
lime is the ore, could be* produced eco- 
nomically by methods now known, if uses 
for it could be found. ‘With metallic 
maguesium on the other hand, if a 
method of producing it for about 2% cents 
a pound js discovered, it will find a great 
use in ailoys and for other purposes. It 
is Nghter and stronger than aluminum. 

One of the most urgent needs is bet- 
ter refractory materials; that is, fire 
brick, furnace lining, ete.. that will keep 
their shape at very high temperatures 
and that will not flirt with any acids 
or alkalies that may turn up in the mate- 
rial they are designed to contain. Many 
problems could be solved if we had this. 
In the coal-tar industry new uses are 
wanted for those bodies that now g0 
chiefly into munitions. If larger uses in 
the arts of peace are found for them, the 
hazard of attack In war will be decreased 
because of the availability of raw ma- 
terials for munitions, 

Greatly needed is a means of treating 
coal gas pitch so that it may be used 
in the place of natural asphalts for roads 
and streets. Still further investigation 
is needed in the problem of producing 
gasoline from coal gas. It is under more 
lively consideration in England and other 
countries which produce no_ petroleum. 
Better methods are needed for produc- 
ing petroleum bodies from shale. At 
present there is far too much waste, and 
there are such deposits of oil shale in 
America that the problem is of more 
than passing interest. 

Many plants are wasted for lack of 
knowledge. Better methods are needed 
for extracting rubber from guayule sap, 
wax from candelilla and dyestuffs from 
osage orange and algerita. What are the 
commercial possibilities of mesquite seed 
and the wax and gum from prickly pear 
cactus? The castor bean, sunflower and 
camphor trees are well adapted to the 
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coastal plain of Texas and should form 
the bases of well established industries. 

Some problems in cotton are the real 
action of fertilizers on yiel@ and quality 
and a chemical.treatment of. the boll 
weevil. 

In the turpentine industry, ; despite 
great advances, there is still a loss of 
ueatly one-third of the volatfle oil and 
better methods are needed’ to bleach 
rosin. 

The need of raw materials to make 
paper cries aloud in the soaring prices. 
Dr. Bacon suggests more research in the 
use of wood fibre from turpentine pro- 
duction and the manufacture of tannin 
from palmetto roots and paper pulp 
from the fibre residues.

Saturday Noon, Jan. 13, 1917. 


There was a good inquiry in the 
market for crude drugs and some s1Z- 
able transactions were reported in such 
items as dynamite glycerine, refined 
wood alcohol, menthol, naphthaline and 
several of the essential oils. Price 
changes were numerous, chief among 
which. was the general uplift in opium 
and its derivatives. Developments in 
the EPuropean political situation were 
viewed with keen interest, but had lit- 
tle direct influence upon the market. 

The week opened with the announce- 
ment of an advance of $1 per pound in 
gum opium, due to the growing scar- 
city of the narcotic. This was soon 
followed by a general uplift in prices 
for opium derivatives. Quinine was 
unsettled so far as “outside” interests 
were concerned, but American salts 
makers continued to quote on a steady 
basis, Cocaine for spot delivery was 
offered sparingly and quotations were 
more or less nominal. ; 

Wood alcohol was advanced by prin- 
cipal sellers, due to the higher cost of 
production and the steady demand for 


the pure methyl from color makers. 
Denatured and pure grain alcohol 
closed unchanged. Resorcin was low- 


ered sharply by manufacturers. Men- 
thol sold on the spot at hig*’er prices 
and offerings toward the close were 
moderate. Sugar of milk was strong, 
but quotably unchanged. Epsom salt, 
U. S. P., was advanced. Camphor 
was firmer, the market apparently be- 
ing in a sold-up condition. Codliver 
oil closed with prices unsettled both 
abroad and here. Cascara sagrada was 
marked up in view of the higher cost 
of import. 

Glycerine, which was lowered sharp- 
ly a week ago, developed considerable 
strength and some round lots of dyna- 
mite were traded in at higher prices. 
Refiners were buyers of the dynamite 
grade and export inquiry also was a 
factor 

In the division for coal-tar products 
interest centered in naphthaline, the 
demand being active, with sales pa‘s- 
ing at higher levels, so far as the pure 
white grades were concern.d. Benzol 
was steady, while an easier und rione 
was noted for toluol. Phenol was in 
fair demand at former levels. Beta- 
naphtha was offered more freely and 


in some instances quotations were 
shaded. ; 
Essential oils met with seasonable

The trend of spot prices has favored 
buyers in most instances during the 
interval under review. General de- 
mand has been quiet and second hands 
have resorted to competitive tactics 
in their attempts to stimulate busi- 
ness. The one important exception to 
the rule was white arsenic, which ad- 
vanced sharply owing to a seareity of 
goods on spot and a well sold up con- 
dition of the domestic output. Leading 
sellers are finding it difficult to replen- 
ish supplies because of the freight con- 
gestion and railroad restrictions. Soda 
ash has been offered by second hands 
at slightly reduced prices and caustic 
soda has also heen obtainable at more 
atactive figures on spot. The opinion 
is expressed that resale stocks are 
comparatively small, and the apparent 
easiness seems due more to a quiet 
demand than to large offerings. Mak- 
ers of these products are out of the 
market owing to previous heavy con- 
tract sales made for home and for- 
eign consumption. Bleaching powder 
has ruled steady at lately named fig- 
ures and spot accumulations are not 
proving burdensome. The higher tests 
of acetic acid appear to be gradually 
settling to a more favorable buying 
basis, but spot offerings are still lim- 


ited and confined mostly to second 
hands. Oxalic acid was quoted lower 
early in the week, but closed steady 


without much net loss being sustained. 
Needle antimony, glassmakers’ grade, 
has been reduced 5c. a pound to 15c. 
on spot and the oxide is down 7c. a 
pound to 18e. Resale offerings of high 
test caustic potash have come on the 
market at slight reductions from for- 
mer quotations. Ammonia nitrate is 
in limited supply at 1544c. a pound on 
spot. Recent heavy purchases by 
England left the market almost bare 
of supplies. Hydrate aluminum is 
moving to lithographers on the basis 
of 16c. a pound. Glauber's salt is re- 
ported to be finding a readier outlet 
and prices are firmly held by sellers. 
Brimstone is in active demand, with 
consumers experiencing difficulty in 
of 


getting shipments on account 
freight congestion here and in the 
South. Bicarbonate of soda is firmer 


for prompt shipment, but the old con- 
tract price is still effective for ship- 
ments over the year. Below is a de- 
tailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the Liverpool chemical mar- 
ket :— 
HEAVY CHEMICALS. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
market retains a firm position with 
production well booked ahead and ad- 
ditional offerings light. Resale offer- 
ings are not reaching the open market 
in any sizable amounts, Producers 
quote the market for car lots, prompt 
shipment at 1.90c. in barrels and 2c. 
in kegs. A premium of 1-5c. is exacted 
by producers for deliveries in this ter- 
ritory, less the usual discount terms. 
The contract prices for 1917 shipment 
is on the basis of 1%c. a pound in bar- 
rels. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Spot quo- 
tations have shown no important vari- 
ation during the interval. Demand, if 
anything, has been a little more active 
and prices for resale lots have been 
quite steady at 4%@4%c. a pound for 
domestic large drums. Small export 
containers still command a premium 
and 6%4c. a pound is the general figure 
quoted by dealers. 

CAUSTIC SODA. Dealers have 
maintained former prices as a rule on 
resale lots of 76 per cent. It was pos- 
sible to shade 4\%4c. early in the week, 
but the market appeared steady at 
this figure at the close, although gen- 
eral business was reported quiet. Re- 
sale lots have been quoted at 44@4'éc. 
a pound for 76@78 per cent. flat on 
spot. Second hands have shaded these 
prices on future shipments. 

SAL SODA.—The position of «this 
market @s unchanged. Makers report 
a seasonable inquiry with stocks light 
for additional requirements. The strong 
condition of basic material is having 
a steadying influence. Sellers quote at 
1%c. a pound in kegs and 1.10c. in bar- 
rels or bags. 

SODA ASH.—Demand for additional 
lots has continued along moderate 
lines during the past week, and sec- 
ond hands have shaded 3c. a pound 
on spot. At the close resale lots were 
quoted at 2%@38c. a pound for light 
58 per cent. flat. Sellers look for im- 
provement after this inventory period 
is over. Forward contracts are nomi- 
nally quoted at 2%c. by second hands. 

ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—There continues to be a 
searcity of high test acid for sale for 
immediate shipment and the market 
remains firm with offerings light. Low 





test is in freer supply, but prices show 
no material change at the close of the 
week. Leading sellers quote spot 28 
per cent. at 4@4%c. a mound. The 56 
per cent. is held at 9@12c. asked per 
pound, and the glacial 99 per cent. at 
26@30c. per pound. 

MURIATIC.—While resale offerings 
are being quoted at slight concessions 
on spot, leading sellers have sustained 
the former trading basis in the face 
of a rather light inquiry. The 18- 
degree grade closed on spot at 1%c. 
per pound; 20 degrees, 1%c., and 22 de- 
grees, 2@2%c., according to seller and 
quantity. 

NITRIC.—Business for immediate 
shipment is reported at lately prevail- 
ing quotations, and the general market 
may be reported steady, particularly so 
far as first hands are concerned. Sel- 
lers quote 6%c. for 42 degrees, 6c. for 
40 degrees and 5%c. for 38 degrees. 
Aqua fortis is selling about Ye a 
pound under pure nitric acid. 

OXALIC.—Spot prices have eased off 
slightly under an absence of important 
buying and the market has progressed 
along quiet lines all week. At the close 
spot was obtainable at 47@48c. a pound, 
depending on grade, quantity and 
seller. 

SULPHURIC.—Demand for this acid 
remains active and contract shipments 
are said to be enormous. Increased pro- 
duction has resulted in keeping con- 
sumers supplied without much varia- 
tion in prices. Contracts of 66 degrees 
can be booked at $26 per ton. Small 
lots of 66 degrees are obtainable at 
14%c,. per pound on spot. The 60-degree 
grade can be purchased around ic. 
per pound for prompt shipment. Olecm 
is held at 2c. per pound on spot, but 
can be booked at $38 per ton on con- 
tracts, 

Our Baltimore correspondent writes:— 

The placing of large contracts for picric acid 
by manufacturers of munitions recently has 
caused a further advance in the price of 66 
degree sulphuric acid, which is now quoted at 
$27 per ton. The price of 60 degree acid, how- 
ever, has receded somewhat, being at $18, with 
Sh) degree acid practically unchanged at 610. 
the high- 


The makers of munitions require 

grade acids, which has made the market very 
active, and the producers have orders enough 
on hand or all of the acid which they can 
possibly turn out. Operations at the works 
are pushed as rapidly as possible, and even 
then they are behind in deliveries, a result 
for which the freight congestion at railroads 


is also in a measure responsible. The require- 
ments of the manufacturers of fertilizer mix- 
tures, in the way of sulphuric acid, it has 
heen pointed out, present every indication of 
being exceptional, and the railroad situation 
also prompts the fertilizer trade to call for 
high-grade acid, which is afterward reduced at 
the factories, so that an additional reason is 
offered why 66 degree acid should command 
the present high prices. 
TARTARIC.—Spot offerings of crys- 
tals remain small, and it is assertéd 
that resale offerings have been greatly 
reduced, thereby giving producers bet- 
ter control of the market, Makers quote 
contracts at 65@66c. a pound for 
powdered and crystals, respectively. 
Cream of tartar is held at 40c, a pound, 
and is holding steady at this figure. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Steady deliv- 
eries against old contracts are reported, 
and the active extent of consuming de- 
mand is preventing much stock being 
offered for resale by second hands. 
Makers qoute contracts at 3.50@3.55c. 
a pound, according to quantity. 

ALUM.—A quiet movement is re- 
ported in this market. Makers’ views 
are steady and a moderate routine 
movement is noted. ‘There is no fea- 
ture of new interest to record. Chrome 
alum is unchanged at 28c. per pound. 
Dealers quote 4@4%c. for ammonia and 
6@6%4c. for potash lump alum. Sul- 
phate of alumina ranges from 2c, to 
4c, a pound, according to grade. 

ARSENIC.—Spot prices record a 
substantial advance for the period un- 
der review. Spot supplies have been 
greatly reduced and at the close very 
little material for immediate shipment 
was available. Demand is active and 
makers are very busy on standing or- 
ders. At the close spot was quoted 
9@44c. a pound, 

BLUE VITRIOL.—There continues to 


be a fair amount of resale offerings 
which can be purchased under pro- 
ducers’ prices.

Increased Use of Cunao or Chinese 
Gambier as a Silk Dye. 


There las been increased trade in 
cunao or Chinese gambier in South China 
during the past year and the volume 
of the trade in the product into Hong 
Kong alone at present is running well 
toward 30,000 short tons annually. The 
product is one of great value and merits 
the attention of dye men in the United 
States. It has been used by the Chi- 
nese for many generations for dye and 
preservative purposes, and since the dis- 
appearance of aniline dyes from this 
market as a result of the war in Europe 
it is coming into still more general use. 
The dye is the product of crushing and 
soaking the root of a plant known by 
the Chinese as “cunao” and drawing off 
the concentrating the liquor therefrom. 

There are two qualities of the product 
coming into this market for Canton and 
other ports, one of which is the product 
of Kwangsi and Yunnan Provinces, com- 
ing largely from Lungchow and Luk Po 
in Kwangsi, and from Mengtse and 
Yunnan Province. It is obtained in large 
quantities and good quality from the 
hills bordering the Red River in Yun- 
nan and Kwangsi Provinces. The other 
quality is the product of Indo-China and 
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certain other parts of Yunnan Province. 
Usually the Indo-Chinese product is em- 
ployed for the first dyeing of a cloth or 
for the coarser work in other ‘ines, 
while the Chinese product is used for 
the second or finishing dye, because of 
the deep rich brown gloss it gives cloth. 
The dye is of a brown color, is highly 
astringent, works well with various mor- 
danis, and is used extensively by the 
Chinese for dyeing both silk and cotton. 
a certain class of silk dyed with it being 
one of the standard cloths of South 
China. The coarser quality is also the 
chief component part of a mixture ap- 
plied to fishing nets, sails, and similar 
fabrics to prevent rot. The product in 
general seems to have all the merits of 
gambier and in general is much cheaper. 

It is handled in China and in the export 
trade to near-by countries as a paste, 
and is said to lose its finer qualities if 
kept too long. Alpparently, however, 
there is no reason why the product can 
not be further concentrated and, if prop- 
erly packed, ought to keep indefinitely. 
In its moist condition as sold in the 
markets here it costs about 2 cents gold 
per pound, although at times recently 
the price has advanced to as much as 
6 cents gold per pound. With more mod- 
ern treatment of the product itself and 
with more scientific packing than is 
usually by the Chinese here, 
there seems no reason why it can not be 
successfully introduced in the United 
States,

From the standpeint of trading there 
has been nothing new in the market 
during the week. Consumers of fertil- 
izers are impressed with the need of 
getting in their orders early if they are 
to be sure of securing delivery in time, 
The railroad situation is said to be get- 
ting worse, rather than better, as the 
shortage of cars is growing. Some of 
the railroads are reported te have placed 
embargoes on shipments outside of per- 
ishable goods. The fertilizer trade is 
taking steps to have fertilizer shipments 
made in time for the spring require- 
ments, but this: matter will be of im- 
portance in the trade for some time and 
will require the co-operation of both 
buyers and sellers in order to accom- 
plish the desired results. The firm posi- 
tion of materials as reported recently 
has not changed, and this is one of the 
most prominent features in the market. 
Stocks of domestic sulphate of am- 
monia are small and prices are firm as 
a result. For some time there was no 
interest in foreign sulphate, as it was 
selling abeve the prices asked for do- 
mestic, but the positions are now re- 
versed and in consequence English 
grades are sought by the domestic trade. 
According to reports, the production of 
sulphate of ammonia in this country last 
year was the largest on record, but it 
is not large enough te satisfy demands, 
Nitrate of soda has not changed during 
the week, but spot and prompt shipment 
are firm, with some concessions grant°?d 
on futures. Blood and tankage have 
attracted attention for months because 
of the high prices ruling, and this is 
still the situation. Muriate of pctash 
has depended almost entirely upon the 
chemical trade for its outlet since prices 
went to high levels, and demand from 
that quarter has not been active since 
the first of the year, with the result 
that values were easier this week and 
holders were trying to bring buyers into 
the market. For reports of the Balti- 
more, Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer 
markets, refer te index on page 7. De- 
tailed reports on the separate articles of 
the local mark?t follow:— 

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Imports of blood and tankage were 
noted recently from the Argentine and 
such offerings are reported to have 
eaused some difference in price  be- 
tween the eastern and western mar- 
kets. That is, the price has varied 
more than warranted by the freight 
differences between these points, which 
is the usual differential. Stocks _ of 
blood and tankage at large packing 
points are not large and values are 
easily maintained. Chicago advices 
quoted dried blood at $3.90 per unit of 
ammonia, and high grade tankage at 
$3.85 and 10 per unit, 

FISH SCRAP.—With the fishing sea- 
son closed there is nothing to be ex- 
pected in the way of new supplies of 
fish scrap and the market is not fea- 
tured at present by the trading move- 
ment. The production of last season 
was well sold and reserve stocks are 
not large and with other ammoniates 
holding high in price, the position of 
scrap is well defined. The quotation 
for dried fish scrap at southern points 
is given at $4.35 per unit. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The spot mar- 
ket for nitrate of soda is holding 
steady, with quotations at the same 
level as reported in our last issue. The 
price is $3.25 per 100 pounds and this 
good for both spot and _ shipments 
over the first half of the year. For 
shipments over the latter half of the 
year the quotation is easier, Freight 
S$] PuvuUled ‘a}e1yJU JOJ JoyIeU EY} UY 
quoseid je JoyORJ yUOUTWOId B ST Sty} 
rates are holding at high figures and 
good both from the fertilizer trade and 
from makers of munitions. Imports of 
this material for the calendar year re- 
cently closed were the largest on rec- 
ord, and, as stocks held here are not 
large, it is evident that consumption 
was the largest in the history of the 
trade, though it must be admitted that 
conditions were unusual and it is not 
fair to take this as a basis for figur- 
ing demand in a_ normal year, Pro- 
duction on the West Coast is going 
along in a large way, though differ- 
ent factors have contributed to curtail 
operations. Demand for agricultural 
purposes in Europe is said to be quiet, 
but this has no depressing effect on 
values. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A re- 
port from the English market says the 
market has continued strong and 
active during the week, and, with 
more definite views as to the necessity 
of utilizing a generally increased quota 
for home use, sellers have displayed 
less inclination to meet the advances 
of dealers. The general feeling now is 
that exports will be governed purely 
by the interests of the community and 
that a strong Agricultural Board fore-

shadows compulsory measures at 
home, The association is held by 
many to have lost a real opportunity 
by lack of initiative during ‘the last 
few months. Leith closed sellers at 
£19 2s, 6d. Nothing is being done in 
futures, 

Demand for English sulphate in do- 
mestic markets has increased since the 
home supply was reduced by the sold- 
up position of the market. Up to a 
short time ago prices for the foreign 
material were too high to compete 
with the offerings of the producers 
here, but, as the latter are now able 
to offer but little, consumers are forced 
to turn to the importer grades, and 
some rather large lots were recently 
brought in from abroad. The quota- 
tion for domestic sulphate is nominal 
in the absence of supplies. Foreign 
sulphate is quoted at $4.50 per 100 
pounds for prompt shipment. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE, re is a 
fairly normal call for acid phosphate 
and the tone of the market is firm. 
A better demand is expected to open 
up at any time, and with an increased 
outlet stocks would be easily reduced 
and prices stiffened accordingly. There 
were no new features during the 
interval, and former prices are re- 
peated at $12 for 16 per cent. and 
$11.59 for 12 per cent. Some sellers 
say that stocks of acid phosphate are 
lower than usual at this time of year, 
and the absence of selling pressure is 
proof of the correctness of this view. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Another quiet 
week is reported in the market for 
phosphate rock, but sellers who were 
inclined to offer inducements to buyers 
a short time ago are now holding 
prices at firm figures, and the tone of 
the market is firm, Some reports say 
that certain producers who were cut- 
ting prices in the past are now well 
sold ahead, and this accounts for the 
lak of competition among sellers. At 
any rate, the quotations are now given 
as strong at:—Florida land pebble, 
$2@2.25, f. o. b. Port Tampa; South 
Carolina, kiin dried, $3.50@3.75, f. o. b.

POTASH SALTS. 


There was an easier feeling in the 
market for muriate of potash this 
week. Demand for this material has 
come almost entirely from the chemi- 
cal trade and buying has been slow 
recently, and some of the largest con- 
Sumers are said to have a stock on 
hand that will cover them for some 
time ahead. Possibly the possibility 
of peace and the continuance of ship- 
ments from Germany have had some 
effect on holders, although it is not 
expected that shipments could be made 
for some time, even if the war should 
end now, ‘There were offers of mu- 
riate this week at $400 per ton. The 
fertilizer trade had been taking the 
lower grade stocks and potash pro- 
duced in the West has sold up to the 
capacity of the plants, Reports are 
still heard regarding the search for 
domestic supplies of potash and this 
week government advices referred to 
work in the Texas Panhandle. 


CHICAGO, 
Chicago, Jan. 10, 1917. 

The ammoniate market for Western high- 
grade ground tankage and blood did not ex- 
hibit more than ordinary animation during the 
last week and in the face of lack of activity 
and reports of a sale at figures below the 
market, the trend continues upward and is 
holding quite firm at $3.90 per unit of am- 
monia for tankage and $3.95 per unit of am- 
monia for blood, basis f. 0. b. Chicago. 

Sales have been made on the basis of 
these figures and the market closes today 
with all inquiries mostly satisfied and sup- 
plies scarce. There be a_ feeling 
that an easing off of prices is now about to 
take place and it may have been on account of 
this teeling that a producer of medium grade 
tankage is said to have sold several hun- 
dred tons at a figure under the market. There 
is apparently no real good reason for making 
such concessions, but occasionally the sellers 
will overstay their market and become timid 
when business gets quiet and this may have 
been the influence that worked in this case. 

aw grade tankage has been in brisk de- 
mand including garbage tankage, but quota- 
tions have not been advanced on the com- 
modity, owing to the fact that supplies are 
abundant at this time 

STEAMED BONE —Both unground and 
ground steamed bone have been in good 
mand, but buyers will not pay extra 
and if they cannot obtain the goods reason- 
ably, generally leave them alone, One and 65 
unground steamed bone is quoted at $24.25 a 
ton, bulk basis. There is no ground steamed 
bone of this analysis to be had. Ground 3 
and 50 steamed bone is quoted at $26 a ton, 
bulk basis, f. o. b. Chicago. There are limit- 
ed tonnage of other analyses of steamed 
bone, but the quotations would be nominal 
ranging from $24 to $26 a ton, unground, f. o. 
b. Chicago 
Bone tankage is in very slim supply, owing 
conditions and is quoted at $20@ 
golveres Chicago.

Fertilizer Consumption 
Retarded 


The present supply of am- 
moniates is unequal to the 
existing demands. If all the 
cultivated acreage in the 
United States were fertilized 
at the rate that one-tenth of 
it is the annual ammoniate 
requirements would be seven 
times what they are now. 
Where would seven times as 
much come from? 


But merely to have large 
quantities of ammoniates is 
not enough.

The development of this in- 
dustry on a large scale will 
greatly increase fertilizer con- 
sumption in the United States. 
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coming in very slowly and, as a consequence, 
prices are advancing.

Inorganic ammoniates cannot be quoted as 
active in this market, but rumors of some 
large purchases through New York are heard, 
HORNS AND HOOFS.—The horn market 
Was inactive, with only small lots moving. 
Hoofs are reported dull and business is at a 
standstill. Dealers are keeping prices steady 
to firm.

It is too soon after the holidays and the end 
of the year for the fertilizer trade to develop 
much activity, many of the firms and corpora- 
tions being still engaged with the details of 
ounts and taking inventories. Fur- 
the shipping season is more than one

thermore, 
month off, and the manufacturers of mixtures 
have not yet received so many orders as to 
take them at all busy. The promising indica- 
ti ns of a large business, however, which have 
been before the trade show up as clearly as 
at any previous time, and manufacturers as 
well as dealers !ook forward to large require- 
ments when the time is at hand for the de- 
mand to set in with vigor. In this connection 
the prospect of a car shortage is again em- 
phasized, and it is pointed out for the benefit 
of buyers that unless they send in their orders 
early it may follow that they will find them- 
selves caught short at a time when fertilizers 
are most urgently needed Mention has been 
made of a concerted effort, emanating from the 
Soil Improvement Committee, to have buyers 
realize the inadequacy of the railroad equip- 
ment and the embarrassing possibilities to 
which this inadequacy may give rise, and the 
hope is entertained that every buyer will heed 
the warning Apart from the probable scar- 
city of cars, the shortage of labor is also to 
be considered This shortage has prevented 
perhaps all of the fertilizer factories from get- 
ting as many men as they would like to 
have If every one puts off sending in orders 
for shipment, it must inevitably follow that 
the factories will be swamped with work and 
will be unable to handle the quantity of goods 
called for. For these reasons the manufac- 
turers have been urging thir customers to an- 
ticipate wants, in which they run no risk 
whatever, as the inquiry for mixtures from the 
farmers is certain to be of unusual propor- 
tions. If the shipping movement of mixtures 
is spread over some additional weeks, it can 
be handled without much difficulty, but it will 
be a physical impossibility to crowd the excep- 
tionally big volume of business into the ordi- 
nary time under existing circumstances. The 
manufacturers are working ahead all they can 
and no time is lost. As for the conditions of 
manufacture, they have undergone no varia- 
tions, and the factories have settled down to 
their work with complete assurance that noth- 
ing will occur between now and the time when 
the movement of stocks is in full swing, which 
would cause any unsettlement, They can give 
their attention to the taking care of the con- 
fumers’ wants, undeterred by diverting in- 
fluences, and their chief concern is to secure 
crude materials in quantities desired. It 
should be said that orders are already coming 
in with considerable freedom. 

TANKAGE.—Along with other divisions of 
the trade, the demand for tankage from the 
manufacturers of mixtures has not been of 
Notable proportions, though it has sufficed to 
induce the large Western producers to adhere 
firmly to the prices which they have quoted 
for some time past. The producers contend 
that the new season will develop such heavy 
requirements as to enable them to find ready 
takers for all of this animal ammoniate which 
they can turn out, and that there is no need 
to make reductions in the figures, since such 
an expedient would be merely regarded as an 
indication of a weakening and might not stim- 
ulate orders. It is also represented that a 
very active demand from territory nearer to 
the Western producers than the East has been 
in prugress, and that the quotations adhered 
to are fully warranted. These quotations are 
around $4.25 and 10 for 11 and 15 high grade 
ground tankage, c, a, basis Baltimore. 
course, the buyers here are taking up stocks 
only as their individual necessities may re- 
quire. ‘There is comparatively little anticipa- 
tion of wants, though expectations of extraor- 
dinury supplementary needs are also enter- 
tained. The manufacturers are ready enough 
to abscrb lots from the nearby producers which 
are held at something undere the Western 
prices, and the latter are declared to be en- 
tirely nominal, 

HIAOD.—The South has so far failed to de- 
velop such wants in the way of ground blood, 
lef animal ammoniate used in that sec- 
tion, as had been looked for. It had been ex- 
pected that the high prices obtained for cotton 
other agricultural products would 
have induced the planters to make very liberal 
provision for their needs in the way of fer- 
tilizers during the season almost at hand, but 
so far these expectations have not been real- 
ized. he sellers, however, continue to be 
hopeful that orders will come in later with a 
rush, and there is no disposition shown to 
mark down the figures quoted, which are 
around $4.20 for c. a. f. basis Baltimore This 
price, as has ben pointed out before, indicates 
a relative weakness in blood, which material 
usually rules somewhat higher than tankage, 






not hecause of any inherent superior merit, but 
mainly because the production is so much 
smaller The feeling in the trade however, 
continues to be buoyant, even though little 
business is being done on the present basis, 
and the future is regarded with the utmost 


confidence. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—With acid phosphate 
prices up as high as they are at this time it 
is not surprising that the buyers should mani- 
fest a marked measure of hesitancy; but this 
does not in the least trouble the producers, 
who seem to find takers for their product, so 
that there has been no opportunity to accumu- 
late a large surplus. The indications are rather 
that a shortage will develop when the move- 
ment once becomes brisk, and that some of the 
buyers may experience embarrassment. The 
production is being kept at its maximum, and 
the sellers continue to ask $11 for 14 per cent. 
and $12 for 16 per cent, acid phosphate. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There appear to be

no such supplies of nitrate of soda in hand as 
might tend to cause a weakening in the range 
of prices. Whether this is due to the shipping 
situation and a result of the reduction in the 
ocean tonnage available, or to requirements in 
the way of nitrate in directions other than the 
fertilizer trade cannot be stated with any de¢- 
gree of definiteness, but the fact remains that 
the figures quoted are around $3.25 for spot 
and tuture, with the sellers: manifesting no 
inclination to offer inducements in the way of 
price concessions, The receipts here of late 
havg been about up to the average, while it is 
estimated that the requirements of the manu- 
facturers of mixtures are larger than usual. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—tThe situation 
with regard to sulphate of ammonia continues 
to be characterized by pronounced quiet, which 
is due perhaps less to a desire of the buyers 
to hold off than to a scantiness of supplies. 
The production of domestic stocks is relatively 
small, while the continuance of the war not 
only tends to restrict the output abroad, but 
also creates such needs as to leave praciically 
no sulphate availiable for export to the United 
States. The stocks in hand, therefore, are 
verv small, and there has been no weakening 
im the quotations of about $4.50 for foreign, 
with the price for domestic uncertain, but 
perbaps considerably above this figure, 

POTASH.—In the absence of any tangible 
developments to indicate that the war may 
soon be brought to an end the potash situation 
is unchanged. No additional supplies of this 
material in any extensive quantities have en- 
tered the market, the sources relative ito 
which rather optimistic promises have been 
made remaining of a doubttul character, Undei 
theso conditions there ‘can ,be no thought 
among the manufacturers of fertilizer mix- 
tures of making a readjustment in their meth- 
ods, which would give the situation a ma- 
terially different aspect than it has berne fur 
the better part of two years. If the manu- 
facturers of mixtures have any concern it is 
for the fall shipping season, the requirements 
for the spring trade having been provided for. 

DONE.—There has been a slight easing off 
in the quotations on bone, the holders evi- 
dently having been prompted by the lack of 
agsressiventess about the inquiry to let down 
just a little. It is not likely, however, that a 
marked decline will come, becaussa the general 
necessities in the Way of crude fertilizer ma- 
teriais are toc large to admit of the develcp- 
ment of real weakness, Even with the little 
drop in the figures, bone still brings very at- 
tractive prices, % and 5V ground raw bone 
being held at $24 and 3 and SO ground steamed 
bone at $20, wnich ts $l under tie figures thar 
have prevailed.

Custom’s Appraisers Decisions. 


Weight of Glue. 

The Board of Appraisers reversed the 
decision made by the collector, which 
was protested by Stein, Hirsh & Co. re- 
garding the proper classification of sheet 
glue. The invoices gave the quantities 
as 10,000 kilos at 98 marks per kilo. The 
merchandise was appraised in the packed 
condition as entered and the value deter- 
mined by the appraiser to be less than 
10 cents per pound and dutiable at 1 cent 
per pound, paragraph 34, act of 1913. The 
collector assessed the duty at 15 per cent. 
ad valorem under the same paragraph 
based upon a value exceeding 10 cents 
and not more than 25 cents per pound. 
The assessment of duty arrived at by the 
collector was based on the value totaled 
by taking the net weight of the mer- 
chandise. The weigher reported 21,977 
pounds to be the gross weight of the 
glue and the tare 450 pounds, leaving 21,- 
527 pounds as net weight. General Ap- 
praiser McClelland was of the opinion 
that the collector in order to ascertain 
the value per pound of glue for dutiable 
purposes divided the appraised value, in- 
cluding the cost of packing by the net 
weight and by this method determined 
the value of the glue to be over 10 cents 
per pound. The collector was not war- 
ranted in dividing the gross amount of 
the appraised value by ‘the net weight 
because the gross appraised value did not 
represent the value of the glue, but the 
value of the glue plus the cost of pack- 
ing. However, if the protestant had pur- 
chased at 98 marks per. kilo, packing 
extra, the collector’s course in ascertain- 
ing the net value of the glue would have 
been correct. 


Varnish. 


The protest entered by the American 
Express Company against the decision 
made by the collector was overruled by 
the General Board .of Appraisers. The 
merchandise consisted of varnish put up 
in tubes of less than two and one-half 
pounds gross weight. It was classified 
as a chemical compound or other articles 
put up in individual packages of two and 
one-half pounds or less at 20 per cent., 
under paragraph .17, act of 1913. It was 
claimed by the protestant to be dutiable 
as varnish under paragraph 58, which 
reads as follows:—Varnishes, including 
so-called gold size or japan, 10 per cent. 
ad valorem. Provided that varnishes con- 
taining less than 10 per cent. of methyl 
alcohol of the total alcohol contained 
therein shall be dutiable at $1.32 per gal- 
lon and 15 per cent. ad valorem. Accord- 
ing to government’s counsel the protest- 
ant did not specify which rate was 
claimed in paragraph 58, which provides 
for two different classes of varnish at 
separate rates. 

Lavender Flowers. 

The Board of General Appraisers sus- 
tained the protest of Peek & Velsor re- 
garding the proper classification of crude 
lavender flowers which were assessed 
with duty at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 49, act of 1913. 
Free entry was claimed under paragraph 
477 and alternatively that duty should 
have been assessed either at 10 or 15 per 
cent. ad valorem, under paragraphs 27, 
385 or 886, act. of 1913. Claim for free duty 
entry was sustained under paragraph 477.

While-irregularity has characterized 
the price movements of securities, the 
tone of the general market has been 
steadier and a broader investment de- 
mand has materialized. Of course, the 
suggestion that peace is far off was 
the signal for covering by traders who 
had been selling the market on the be- 
lief the door for peace might be opened 
by the Allies’ answer to the Wilson 
note, but the basis for the advance, 
nevertheless, was to be found in the 
position of the market itself, which 
brought in buyers who believed that in 
most instances market prices were 
under actual worth. Industrial reports 
continue favorable, and leading manu- 
facturing concerns have orders enough 
on hand to secure capacity for a quar- 
ter part of the year. In some lines 
production over this year is entirely 
sold out, and producers have with- 
drawn from the market. Our erport 
movement remains heavy, and ocean 
tonnage is entirely inadequate to move 
goods from domestic docks and ware- 
houses. This leaves a bad congestion 
of freight and delays shipments to con- 
sumers here to an embarrassing de- 
gree. Money is decidedly easy and 
promises to remain in an easy position 
for weeks to come, notwithstanding 
that great activity continues to be re- 
ported in all lines of trade. And while 
this abundance of money is reflected 
in the investment market, ultimately 
it should be reflected in the specula- 
tive market also. 

The recent strength in the copper 
stocks has been accompanied by ru- 
mors that the Allies are negotiating—or 
may negotiate—for the available cop- 
per supply in the last half of the pres- 
ent year. The great order placed in 
the fall of last year virtually absorbed 
the available supply for the first half 


of this year. There have also been 
revived rumors of consolidation, but 
these receive less credit than the ru- 


mors of allied purchases,

Bichromate of soda has been 
easy on spot and sellers have granted 
concessions in order to move stocks. 
Prussiate of soda also was easier this 
week. The potash compounds gener- 
ally are firm, though muriate of potash 
was offered at lower prices. Albumen, 
both blood and egg, is very firm in 
price with stocks small. Dextrine, po- 
tato starch, etc., are in limited supply 
and are firmly held. Gambier also is 
scarce on spot and is high in price for 
all positions.
